important factor if work was to be 
what it should be—effictent, Intolli- 
gent and effective. And he contended 
that man should bave not alone tho 
right to live, but that he had a 
riglit to live happily, to live a full 
and a completo life. 

What Mr. King said ts very true, 
and be might with equal truth have 
added that it largely depends upon 
the individual whether he enjoys that 
recreation which forms so important 
‘a factor in eficient, intelligent and 
effective work, or whether, by the 
correct admixture of proper recrea- 
tlon * and work, he is living happily: 
that full and complete Ufe which it is 
his right to enjoy. Mor be it known 
that im these matters, much as wo 
may be disposed to blame conditions 
and circumstances surrounding us, 
every man Is largely responsible for 
what he is and what he has. 

There is very often a wonderful 
difference between haying what men 


call a ‘‘good time’? and the enjoy- 
ment of profitable recreation. The 
one very likely unfits the partaker 


for subsequent labor, while the oth- 
er refreshens him for it, ‘The one 
spells license, while the other means 
true liberty. It is every man's pri- 
vilege, truly, to live a full and com- 
plete life, but if the individual fails 
to exercise restraining common sense 
in planning his pleasures, his life 
will most likely be, in a literal sense 
too full and a complete—failure. 
Usually the trouble with men is 
that the thing they want most in the 
way of pleasure or recreation is the 
thing they imagine they really need. 
It is very often not so at all. In 
this respect we are all to an extent 
still ‘children, with this difference: 
that in our cases the restraining, 
guiding hand of a wise parent is not 
holding us in check. We are our own 
boss so far as the limitations of 
purse and opportunity permit, and 
we make or mar our perfect enjoy- 
ment of life pretty much as we 
choose, nor is there anyone to blame 
but. ourselves.

THE FARMER AND THE CAR 


It is not clear as yet, whether the 

coming of the motor car is going to 
help or hinder the progress of the 
good roads movement.

He will contribute, 
through his club, to the olling of the 
roads in or near the city, but far off 
he has to take what the humble 
horse-driying farmer gives him. The 
road may be good or it may be bad, 
but if he is to get the pleasure he 
sets out to have, there are some 
things he is bound to do which do 
not please the farmer, ‘He frightens) 
the horses driven by the farmers! 
wives and daughters. He fills the 
houses with dust, He spreads more 
of it over the lawn that is the heart 
of the home in summer. If the day 
is wet he will plough such furrows 
through even a good road that the 
patient statute laborer despairs of 
getting it back into good condition. 
Always, in all this, he is a stranger, 
an ovtlander,, more or less an en- 
emy, a troubler of other men's peace 
an undoer of the good done by oth- 
ers, a user where others pay, an ob- 
ject of terror, of jealousy, of detesta- 
tion, al the case may be. What the 
farmer knows is that if a piece of 
good road be made the motor cars 
will find the way to it, destroy it, 
and subject him to annoyance. Now, 
how is all that going to make for 
the improvement of the roads ? 
Jn England, where they have been 
plagued longer, they are trying a 
new plan, They are going to levy 
taxes upon motor cars, increasing in 
severity with the size and damage 
capacity of the car, until one of the 
road-ripping, dust-covering kind will 
pay a good round sum, while tho 
quiet little runabout will get off for 
very little. The money from this tax 
they are going to apply to’ the con- 
struction of new, broad, straight 
roads, on which motor cars can do 
their worst, and which will leave 
them full scope over long distances. 
Off, these arteries, no doubt, there 
will be a new set of rules, under 
which sixty-horsepower cars will have 
to behave themselves,

think so. The assasin says he did 
the deed, not from any personal dis- 
like or hatred of his victims but at 
a patriotic act to show his dislike of 
the English methods oi governing In: 
dia. 

It seems, says the Kingston Stan- 
dard, that he was in London 
studying to qualify himself for the 
higher goyernment positions in India 
admission to which is nominally op- 
en to natives, but practically closed 
to them because tno examinations re- 
quire study in London, Such men 
pass their liyes embittered. Though 
they may have received a training at 
Oxford or Cambridge and have as- 
sociated on terms of eqality with 
their  Wnglish college friends, yet 
when they go back to Imdia they are 
cipiont of a large number of yselul 
treated as inferiors. Tho final con- 
trol of affairs in India is closed to 
them. The seats on the Indian 
Council, just opened to natives, do 
not meet their real personal griev- 
ance, which is the attitude and air 
of superiority worn *y the Wnelish 
officials, civit and military. We know 
| little about that in Canada, put 
with us it is a past condition. But 
in India it in different. The social 
Ine is sharply drawn. ‘The highest 
native is treated as a man of *infer- 
lor caste. No effort has been made 
to cultivate social relations with the 
natives, to givo them representative 
institutions or ta provide common 
schools. 

Mngland has done an immense am- 
ount of work—of good, solid, sup- 
stantial work to improve conditions 
in India; hut unquestionably it is in 
a measure spoiled by the manner in 
which Englishmen trent these educat- 
cd natives sestally. The British Goy- 
ernment onl the Englishmen in Tndia 
ought to haye learnad long ago that 
man does not live abroad alone that 
ho has aspirations which no amount 
of material advantages will take the 
Place of, These social and other as- 
pirationn of tho Mast and the Tn- 
ians must receive encouragement oe 
the result will be discontent, and f- 
nally, it may be, rebellion, 

Tt seems us if Bngland would haye 
to follow in Tnila the course she was 
forced to pursue in Canada and gra- 
dually allow tho Mast Indians to 
exerciso tho right of self government, 
There can be no hope of keeping the 
people forever in a state of subjec- 
tion and yassalage.

iThe Dogs of 
St. Bernard 


Come with me in the Alpine dill- 
gence for a drive up the queer zigang 
road that goes twisting and climb- 
ing until it pierces the Ret and misty 
jclouds and reaches a region of eter- 
nal ice and snow. Here, in a climate 
almost as cold as Greenland, we find 
a band of men who do a great and 
| good work, assisted by dogs, as Ber- 
nard de Menthon did long years ago. 

Wo start from ‘the lovely village of 
Chamonix at the very foot of mighty 
Mont Blane and driye to Martigny. 
This ‘diligence’? is the road-coach of 
the Alps, drawn by five big horses, 
all decked with bells and fly-flickers, 
|The air is like wine for its bracing 
sweetness, and all around us are 
roaring cataracts, glistening glaciers 
or moving ice-seas; gloomy ravines, 
and towering peaks, below whose top- 
most crags thin wisps of crowd float 
like wreaths of gauze. 

Round and round, up antl up, 
grows colder as we ascend, and the 
smiling landscapes {ade away. ‘The 
pretty flowers disappear, too — and 
the anemone and gentian; dark-leay- 
ed saxifrage and sweet alpenrose. Wo 
shiver, even in August, and put on 
our wraps and furs. 

We have passed from summer to 
| winter in a few hours, Now we enter 
the Valley of Death, so called from 
its many fatal memories. Here, at 
the most dangerous part of the St, 
Bernard pass a little shelter-house 
ihas been built; and parties climbing 
still higher to the famous hospice or 
monastery can now telephone their 
coming. This has saved hundreds of 
lives. Mor nowadays, after such n 
message, the good monks at the top 
look out for the travellers, and if 
they fail to appear after a certain 
time search parties of dogs are sent 
out to look for them, Here is deep 
snow even in August. It is so bitter- 
ly cold that we get off and walk to

watm our numbed Umbs, and soon 
the bare, bleak walls of the world’s 
loftiest house of charity loom 


through the damp mist. Winter liriz- 
ers here for ten long months, and 
the few weeks of ‘'summer'’ do not 
suffice to melt the wilderness of ice 


and snow. We are here nearly nine 
thousand: feet above the level of the 
sea, and the slightest exertion dis- 
tresses our breathing apparatus, so 


rarificd is the air. No sooner are we 
at the door than a dozen monstrous 
dogs come baying forth to greet us. 
No questions are asked. It is under- 
stood that we require dinner, a warm 
and comfortable bed, breakfast next 
morning and full directions and pro- 
tection for our onward gourney. 

In the reception room is a big 
Pinno, whieh “King Edward, then 
Prince of Wales, gaye the monastery 
nearly fitty years ago. The Wmperor 
Frederick of Gormany and his eon- 
sort also passed the night here, ae 
also haye a host of world-famous ce- 
lebritles. Wor nearly ten centuries, 
from generations to generation, some 
fourteen monks, and elght or nino 
attendants have occupies the monas- 
tery and helped travellers crossing 
over the summit of the Great St, 
Bernard. 

Tt is sad to think that even these 
helpers haye to descend periodically 
in search of health,

The poor emigrant Inborers from 
Switzerland are often found by these 
dogs In the snow, utterly exhausted, 
and often with badly frozen limps. 
These are tenderly nursed in the 
spotlossly clean infirmary of the hos- 
pice, I visited this lofty house of 
charity In the clouds. Of course tho 
great attraction is the kennels of the 
famous Dt, Bernard dogs. One is 
grieved to learn ‘that ' oven these 
hardy and intelligent as they are, of- 
ten perish in terrible storms, They 
are big, powerful, short-haired —ani- 
mals, most of them—whito, but with 
a few brown patches. Last winter 
five magnificent creatures were lost 
in a furious blizenrd, T saw one or 
two ‘aged veterans over twenty years 
old; these are now privileged to lo 
{hefore the kitchen fire, and cach of 
thom has saved oyer twenty lives In 
the snowy wastes, The monks are 
not now so dependent ca the dogs 
for nows of travellers in distress, be- 
cause of the telophone 1 have already 
mentioned. ' ‘The scent of these dogs 
is so wonderfully keen they ean track 
a man’s footsteps in the snow two or 
three days after he has passed. It is 
a grand sight to seo the monks and 
their attendants go forth in their big 
fur coats, high rubber boots, — hel- 
mets, Bebind them come attendants 
with long ash, poles, ice axes, alpen- 
stocks, spades, wine and provisions. » 
When the first snow comes in Sep- 
temper, the paths are marked with 
posts twenty feet high. But these 
soon disappear, and other posts are 
fixed on top of them, and so on. 
Soon the winter paths lead indiffer- 
ently over enormous rocks and bur- 
{ed alpine huts. The greatest danger 
comes from the furious gales shifting 
the snow and making return impos-

The conflagration lasted more than 
25 hours, The streets of the city aro 
very narrow, and the houses mostly 
of wood constuction. 

Under a strong breeze therefore the 
buildings were eusy prey for the 
flames. ‘The firemen fought valiantly 
against the odds of lack of water and 
wind, and many of them fell uncon- 
scious, 

The belongings of the people who 
were able to save anything from their 
burning homes are piled in greav 
heaps along the railroad tracks from 
Osaku to Kobe, where they were re- 
moved early Saturday morning when 
the fire broke out. 

All day Saturday and far into the 
night the male populace assisted fire- 
men and the troops in quenching the 
conflagration. An area af over four 
miles square, containing some of the 
city’s handsomest structures, includ- 
ing the Buddhist temple, the largest 
in the world, was burned oyer before 
the fire was controlled. ‘The stock 
exchange, one of the most important 
of this country, was entirely destroy- 
ed. This loss, it is believed, will tend 
to dislocate the business of Osaka, 
which, with its manufacturing con: 
cerns, is one of the chief commercial 
cities of Japan,

there was no doubt about the posl- 
‘tion taken by the citizens of the 
| town of Lindsay. They were then de- 
termined to make the town a lead- 
‘ing place, Perhaps our fathers were 
too enterprising, Undoubtedly they 
were enterprising. When Lindsay was 
a town little oyer half of its present 
size, it had the courage to under, 
take very large financial obligations 
|—to help build the Midland Railway, 
to secure the Victoria Railway and 
the Whitby and Port Perry, The bur- 
dens undertaken were enormous, and 
our taxes have since been heavy but 
though the cost was great, we would 
not be without those roads for many 
times ‘the money, It was this enter- 
prising policy that made Lindsay the 
railway centre it is. It gave the mer- 
chants and manufacturers of this 
town the command ol the trade of 
the county of Victoria, which lies, 
not north of Victoria but north of 
Peterboro, also through the railways 


to Bobeaygeon and Kinmount, and 
by the I. B. & O. we drew trade 
from the townships of Harvey, Gal- 
way, Cavendish, Anstruther and 


Obandos in the county of Peterboro. 
We also drew trade from the  town- 
ships of Manvers and Cartwright in 
the county of Durham, while Peter- 
boro has practically no railways go- 
ing north of it, the only connection 
being the line eight or nine miles in 
length to Lakefield. By the enterprise 


of its citizens years ago the town 
of Lindsay cut off the north trade 
from Peterboro, while at the same

Now, there is any amount of power 
that can be procured and brought to 
the town of Lindsay, I am satisfied, 
at a great deal cheaper rate than 
these towns are paying the Hydro- 
Hlectric commission, Let us wake up 
There is no reason why we should be 
out of the game altogether—there is 
No reason why we should not be in 
the front rank. Peterboro is likely to 
buy Burleigh, They can, without a 
doubt, buy and develop Burleigh and 
deliver the power to Peterboro ready 
for distribution, at $10,00 a horsa 
Dower or less, This would give them 
a tremendous advantage. Tt might 
not be too late for Lindsay to buy 
Burleigh. To deliver power from that 
Point to Lindsay would not cost more 
than seventy-five cents per horse pow- 
er than to deliver it to Peterboro. 
Mf Burleigh is not available for us, 
there are water powers in our north 
country, There are said to be excel- 
lent water powers on the Black river 
about forty-five miles from Lindsay, 
There are immense powers at Minden 
and Sanderson's Rapids, fifty miles 
north of Lindsay. While these  dis- 
tances appear large, they are not, 
however, serious. I am satisfied from 
careful enquiries, that we could  de- 
velop power in our north country 
and sell it to mantfacturers of this 
town at from ten to fifteen dollars 
a horse power, or about one-half 
what the towns and cities in western 
Ontario would be able to give Nia- 
gara power to manufacturers for, un- 
der their contract with the Hydro- 
Wlectric commission. Let us take the 
matter up in a business like way. 
Let us investigate it thoroughly and 
make up our minds what we shall do 
and decide whether we drop out of 
the race altogether or whether we go

REVOLUTION 
IS SPREADING 


Reports State Spanish Sit- 
vation is Worse 


OFFICIALS HOPEFUL 


Reports of Authorities Declare That 
Barcelona Is Quiet, But Revolution- 
ists Are Said to Hold the Suburbs 
and to Be Cutting Off Communi- 
cation—Goneral Strike Mooted 
In Madrid—News Is Scarce, 


Paris, Aug. 2.—Although official 
Spain minimizes the Catalonian in- 
surrection and insists that the revolt 
hus been crushed, a far different 
story emanates from the frontier. 

Refugees and travelers declare that 
the revolt is still rampant, and that 
desperate combats continue at Bare 
Jona, where 60 revolutionists ure re- 
ported to have been wounded in o 
conflict which occurred as late us 
Baturday night, 

_Information concerning the actual 
situation in Barcelona and the rest 
of the province is rarer to-day than 
ever before, Although some of the 
news from the frontier is from revo- 
lutionary sources, and, therefore, 
Open to suspicion, more reliable in- 
telligence leads to the belief that ul- 
though Barcelona is calmer, the in- 
Burrectionists have taken to the sub- 
urbs and the outlying country, where 
they ure sowing the seéds of reyolt 
and inflaming the populace to, main- 
tuin the struggle to the bitter “end. 

Barcelona Province is in the hands 
of prowling handa of workmen, heavi- 
ly armed, who occupy the railroads 
and highways to prevent communica- 
tion, und who refuse entrance to new 
comers. Ca de la Selva is in 
the hands of revolutionaries, and at 
Palamis, where the monastery was 
fired upon and the monks tortured, 
the situation is described as critical 
and the lives of foreigners endangered. 

The opinion in semi-official circles 
here concerning Spain’s internal con- 
dition is pessimistic and the belief is 
expressed that the trouble is not yet 
over, Official Madrid announces that 
Barcelona is tranquil, but qualities 
this statement with the words, “This 
is especially so in the eentre of the 
city.” = 

From Melilla comes the news of an. 
other Spanish conyoy being ambush- 
ed and several of its officers being 
wounded before the troops succeeded 
in extricating themselyes from the at- 
tack of the tribesmen. 

Rumors are afloat that a general 
strike will be launched to-day at 
Madrid, and that. strike is being or- 
ganized in the Biscayan region. All 
persons subject. to military duty are 
forbidden to leave Spain under grave 
penalty, and elaborate measures have 
been adopted to forestall a possible 
outbreak in the other provinces of the 
country. 

Official denial is given to the re- 
port that the temper of the Madrid 
garrison is hostile. Another official 
statement says that the number of 
victims of the fighting at Burcelona 
ig unknown, but frontier reports, one 
of them of alleged authoritative inspir- 
ation, declares that the killed or 
wounded will aggregate 3,000 und that 
the number of insurrectionists sum- 
marily shot as between 40 and 120, 

Official Version. 

Madrid, Aug. 2.—An official state- 
ment issued yesterday says that the 
lutest_ advices from Barcelona are to 
the effect that order reigns, especial- 
ly in the centre of the city, where 
the public is circulating and a ma- 
jority of the stores are reopened. 
Work has been commenced again in 
several factories, The newspapers 
probably will reappear to-morrow. A 
French torpedo boat is awaited to take 
official correspondence. The number 
of victims of the outbreak, according 
to the official note is not known exact 
ly. Troops are actively engaged in 
clearing the streets and demolishing 
the remaining barricades erected for 
the revolutionists,

Mutilated Coins Will Be Redeemed at 
a Discount 


The Ottawa Citizen says that it 
one had a plugged or otherwise ru- 
tilated coin, not counterfeits, which 
an 
from putting on the collection plate, 
don’t toss it away. It is good for 75 
per cent. of its face value. 

By order in council recently 
Passed, copies of which have 
within the last few days sent out to 
the office of the various assistance 
receivers-general in the Doininion, 
Mutilated coins are to be turned into 
negotiable money at a discount of 
25 per cent. Money that is simply 
worn will be redeemed at 75 per 
cent. of its face yalue, is the sub- 
stance of the order. Single coins or 
a quantity will be accepted, but no 
gold will be redeemed. Before this 
order was passed a person who ‘was 
done’’ on a plugged coin had no way 
of getting anything out of it, ang, 
coinage nipped or otherwise mutilat- 
ed, except through the natural pro- 
cess of abrasion, was not redeemable- 
The new order will enable Ottawa to 
get the poor coins in circulation 
cleaned up besides enabling the var- 
ious firms to realize on the numerous) 
bad coins which have been accumu- 
lating for years. A house-cleaning in 
Canada's coinage is what is planned’ 
by the finance department. Offences 
against the law as to the mutilation 
of coin is five years imprisonment, 
and for merely trying to pass, two 
years, the law, however, was not 
generally understood and bas not 
been rigidly enforced. 

At present to get the benefit of the 
order the mutilated coins have to be 
sent to the assistant receiver-gener- 
al's office in Montreal, but local ar- 
rangements will likely be made.

This is 
in India. The principal leader in the 
far-reaching movement which is yo- 
ing on against British rule in that 
country is, says the Paris correspon- 
dent of the Springfield Republican, a 
Hindu who is in his filty-second year 
Thirty years ago this man yas sp- 
pointed assistant to Sir Monier Wil’ 
liams, Boden, professor of Sansurit 
at the University of Oxford. His 
name is Shyamaji Krishnavarma. 
Prof, Monier Williams was anxious 
to have an assistant who had i Wib- 
ed Sanserit, as only a Hindu can, 
and Krishnavarma was deeply vers- 
in Sanserit writings, and could speak 
with fluency that dead tongue which 
Max Muller called ‘the language of 
languages,’ not to mention living 
Oriental idioms, In course of time 
the young pundit was appointed 
oriental lecturer at Balliol college, | 
among his pupils being the present 
Boden professor of Sanscrit. Prof. 
A. A, Macdonnell and Prof. Mar- 
goliouth, now professor of Arabic at 
Oxford. By a strange coincidence 
Lord Curzon was then on undergrad- | 
uate at Balliol. 

Krishnavaram is now leader in a 
cevolutiqnary agitation, mysterious 
in its workings, spasmodic but ter- 
rible in its manifestations, that has 
been gathering force steadily among 
the Hindu population of India, and 
threatening the very existence of Bri- 
tish dominion in that country.

don, England, where it is announce, 
ed that he has secured $10,000,000 
more for G, T, P. construction. 


There is now enough cash on band, 
to carry out this big enterprise for 
two years at least, according to Mr.

Card Vacation 


My own experience leads me to be- 
that the picture postal craze 


lieve 
can be made to pay the expenses of 
a vacation in almost any part of 
the United States,’’ said an energetic 
woman, ‘With the aid of an inexpen- 
slve kodak I am abze to pay for my 
summer outing each year and to see 
parts of the covatry that would be 
impossible to me otherwise. 

“My method is this. I set out 
with money enough to pay for a tic- 
ket to any portion of the country I 
want to explore, and a little extra 
cash to carry me over a week or 
two. 

“After leaying the train, I wander 
about the town or resort, ‘snapping’ 
all the places of interest, beauty, 
spots and so on. These films I de- 
velop at once and with them make a 
tour of the different hotels and 
boarding hovses, offering to make 
picture postals of any view at so 
much a dozen, or a hundred, ‘As 6 
general thing I find the proprietors 
interested at once, in which case I 
get a nice little order for the use of 
the guests of the establishment for 
advertising purposes. 

‘This, of course, is done by means 
of the sentilized postals, which T buy 
by the gross. I print mine by the 
lamp at night. There is a special ma- 
chine which comes for the purpose by 


out one after the other. I intend to 
haye a machine in the near future, 
but for the present the lamp, though 
slower, serves my turn. 

“aftor having exhausted the ho- 
tels, i I want to remain longer in 
the neighborhood I have recourse to 
private houses. If I see a happy 
group on the porch of a country seat 
or a cottage I walk up and ask i! 
they would not like to be photo- 
graphed on picture postals. Usually 
I get an order, cither large or 
small. Then private patrons will ask 
to baye their houses taken if they 
don’t wish to be photographed them- 
selves, or a baby or a pet horse or 
dog. 

“T take a number of plates around 
the house or of any subject indicat- 
ed and make prints of the best. Us- 
ually the customer is pleased with 
two or more and will order postals 
made with those. 

“Tt is an agreeable way of trayel- 
ling, for people are almost invariab- 
ly interested, and kind to the tra- 
yelling photographer, at least when

Serious Epidemic 
Among Horses 


Many Animals Dying from Strange 
Disease in Peterboro County 


Peterboro is being troubled with 
an epidemic disease among horses, 
which has assumed serious propor- 
tions, not only in the city, but in 
the surrounding country. Hundreds 
city alone there have been ‘between 
of animals are attacked and in tho 
between forty and fifty deaths. 

The Examiner's attention was first 
called to the matter by Dr. John- 
ston, V. S., who was unable to posi- 
tively give the cause of the disease. 
It was not certain, but he attributed 
the disease as somewhat due to the 
eating of grass combined with exer- 
tion in the intense heat. The course 
of all the attack seems to be that 
the animal first becomes dull and 
listless—“‘Jogy’” in popular language 
—loss jof appetiee, followed by high 
fever and obstinate and violent diarr- 
hea—the disease in its symptoms and 


course being said to have all the 
symptoms of typhoid in man. 
The veterinary surgeons do not 


agree as to the cause. 

Mr. Allan McCarthy called on the 
fxaminer today to say that the eat- 
ing of grass was not the sole cause 
lor he knew many horses among oth- 
rs, his own, which had no access to 
grass, and yet had been attacked. He 
regards the situation as serious, and 
very reasonably suggests that inves- 
tigation by some expert authority 
should be made, and that the Agri- 
vbltural Society should take the lead 
in such an investigation, 

‘There seems to be no doubt that 
the disease, whatever it, is, or what- 
ever its cause, is epidemic—or, to 
speak strictly—epizootic—and is cre- 
ating great loss to, owners of hor- 
ees, This must be the case when in 
Peterboro alone, fifty horses havo 
succumbed and it is stated, with- 
put details, however, that one man 
yesterday lost a team valued at $500 
The loss of one good horse would be 
greater than the probable cost of an 
investigation which might lead to the 
employment of successfdl measures in 
coping with and suppressing the 
expensive outbreak of disease among 
the horses of the city and county.

‘This 
will be continued until ofl or gas is 
found or the work abandoned, 

Mr, O, HW, Dettman, of Waynesburg, 
Pa,, arrived in the city on Wednes- 
day, and is looking after the work. 
Ho is well pleased with the progress 
made so far but says that of course 
the present strike is no indication of 
what will follow. 

Some four or five years ago while 
excavation for the hydraulic work 
for the lift lock was being proceeded 
with considerable quantities of na- 
tural gas in pockets were struck, in- 
dicating that the gas existed in this 
locality. Mr. W. H, Robertson  be- 
ing persuaded that the above was a 
fact, at bis own expense brought an

here is plenty ol evidence bearing 
out the opinion of the expert. Old 
residents can remember the accident 
which occurred on the Crowley arm 
thirty years ago when two well dig- 
gers lost their lives, having come in 
contact with gas while sinking a 
well. It is also known that a country 
blacksmith not far from Peterboro 
secured gas to heat his irons in the 
blacksmith shop by sinking a small 
well. 

Efforts were made at Port Hope 
to locate gas, but were unsuccessful. 
Tt is thought that the gas chambers 
had filtered out into Lake Ontario. 
Peterboro is directly on what is 
known as the ‘Trenton rock forma- 
tion’? whichis the natural home of 
gas and oil. Gas or oil is never 
found other than where ‘Trenton’’ 
rock formation exists. 

The present company came here 
about two months ago, no doubt 
having read the articles in regard to 
the foregoing and began operations 
on the Kincaid tarm, about 2} miles 
from the city. No one can say whe- 
ther oil exists in paying quantities 
or not. Thiscan only be ascertained 
by the sinking of wells. Should gas 
or oil be secured here it will mean a 
great deal for the city and neighbor- 


hood, as it will afford cheap fuel.

‘The 
Wrights, Farmans, McOurdy's and 
others have done noble pioneer and 
exploratory work, but their aero- 
planes are admittedly nothing more 
than clever toys, and it has remain- 
ed for a Victorian to invent an aer- 
oplane which bids fair to eclipsa all 
previous machines, and which is em- 
inently practical in that no special 
skill or dexterity is neaded to drive 
and control it.

And A Grave 


Tt is somewhat of a coincidence 
that Orete and Bleriot are before the 
public at the same time, for the is- 
land, if Greek mythology were to bo 
relied upon, was the sceno of a flight 
across water which would put tho 
Frenchman's performance very much 
in the shade. Daedalus it was who 
formed wings for himself and son in 
order to fly from Crete across tho 
Aegean Sea. Daedalus made good, 
but Icarus flew too near the sun, tho 
wax in his wing-joints melted, and 
the unfortunate fellow dropped, like 
Latham, into the sea, nor was there 
a British warship near to pick him 
up. a 

Apart from its Mount Ida, where 
Zous was said to have been educat- 
ed, and the interest which attaches 
to the mythological reign of Saturn, 
within its borders, Orete has had 
some yery real and very strenuous 
history. For a country but very lit- 
tle larger than Prince Hdward Island 
it mas been ‘‘mentioned in the  de- 
spatches’’ quite a number of times, 
even getting publicity in those early 
“specials'’ known as the Acts, where- 
in are told the adventures of Paul 
at air Havens, one of its ports.

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* Guelph and 
Public Ownership 


(Toronto Saturday Night) 


The city of Guelph, Ontario, has 
arrived, for the el now pro- 
claim to the world that municipal 


ownership, honestly and competently 
administered, Js an unqualified suc- 
cess. According to figures compiled 
for the Board of Trade of that city, 
Guelph today has ‘out Glasgowed"” 
Glasgow in the operation of its pub- 
lic utilities, and now has the honor 
of having the lowest tax rate of any 
municipality in the Dominion, or out 
of it for that matter. Guelph not on- 
ly owns its waterworks but its gas 
plant, its electric lighting plant, its 
street railway, and the Guelph junc- 
tion railway which connects in with 
the ©. P. R, Byery one of these util- 
ities is today, making money for the 
sounicipality, while at the same 
time the water taxes and the rates 
for gas and electricity have all been 
materially reduced until statistics 
now prove Guelph, Ontario, the 
cheapest place in the Dominion in 
which to reside. 

In spite of reductions to tax pay- 
ers and profits accruing the various 
municipal plants have uot only veen 
ma ntained up to standard, but have 
been largely augmented, and at the 
same time the assessments have 
been steadily decreased, by reason of 
profits turned into the city treasurey 
But Guelph is not going to stop 
here, for there is now a movement on 
foot to dispense with the aldermanic 
form of government and to appoint 
in its place a paid commission to 
govern the entire city under the 
Jeadership of a municipal general 
manager. 

In this municipal reform Guelph is 
unquestionably striking the right 
note, and it would be well if we, here 
in Toronto, could follow in her foot- 
steps. The difficulty is and always 
has been that the average man is so 
busy attending to his private affairs 
that he has no time to devote to the 
requirements of his city, but what 
Guelph has done every city in the 
Dominion can do, barring Montreal, 
where nothing seems possible in the 
way of civic government. The public 
utilities, such as street railways, and 
lighting corporations, should be 
privately owned is as incongruous 
and absurd as would be the private 
ownership of a postal service. The 
question is, how best to attain these 
ends? We can obviously do nothing 
until a city like Toronto is placed’ ont 
the same business basis as any large 
private corporation such as, for in- 
stance, the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way. That a board of aldermen is 
not competent, except, possibly, in 

. an advisory capacity, to attend to 
the civic wants, has been shown time 
and time again. We have a recent ex- 
ample in the city’s dealings with the 
Toronto Street Railway. Any sane, 
civic general manager, with average 
business capacity, would long ago 
have come to some understsnding 
with that corporation. But no. The 
ayerage alderman dodges the main 
issues and fights over the trivial 
Points until the Alderman themselves 
as well as the citizens generally are 
disgusted and disgruntled. 

Slowly but surely we are arriving 
at a point where the people of Can- 
ada generally will demand the public 
ownerebip of public utilities. It is 
without a question of doubt the 
most effective legal process of re- 
storing the people to their own. The 
average man is honest as well as 
intelligent, and has long outlived the 
day when the Baron owned acres be- 
cause he was strong and able to care 
Jor them. Our forebears “huddled 
around the castle because they were 
weak and the Baron was strong, and 
able to protect them, But we have 
moved on some since those days. Tha 
feudal system had its uses, and sery- 
ed its purposes and passed away. We 
toved on a step to the point where 
we elected people to boss us about, 
to make civic laws for us, which we 
either broke or obeyed. In place of 
Barons, to whom our forefathers 
were alleged, we elected Mayors, and 
in place of the Baron's stewards we 
Nominated and elected Aldermen. But 
it’s time to move again. We have 
Do more use for Aldermen than we 
have for Barons or for their stew- 
ards. It's time for the paid commis- 
sion and the municipal general man- 
ager and with the advent of the new 
regime private-owned public utilities 
must pass away from every intelli- 
gent communit 
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Better one smile on the face than a 
dozen you can swallow.

I was ‘on the 
hotel premises on the 7th of August 
last and also on the 6th day, On the 
nigbt of the 6th I retired about 10.30 
p.m. to my room, which is on the 
third floor. I slept sound but about 
ten minutes to five I was awakened 
by the reportof a gun. I was not 
dressed, but pulling on my trousers, 
I ran down stairs, where I heard a 
lot of screaming in room No. 14. As 
Iran along the hall I saw one of the 
guests standing in his doorway. As 
Iran up to room No. 14 Mrs, Coul- 
ter was standing there screaming and 
yelling, ‘‘He has killed my daughter, 
Rose, Rose, Rose!'’ I at once caught 
hold of Hunter and as I did.so sey- 
eral other men ran up. I sent for @ 
constable at once. Hunter had a pair 
of troueers, a shirt and a pair of 
stockings on but no boots.

“I haye lived in Bobcaygeon one 
year. I have lived most: of that time 
with Mr, Jas. Bick. The late Mrs. 
Hunter was my youngest daughter, I 
visited her often at the hotel. On 
Friday last she sent for me to come 
down. When I came down she want- 
ed to go home and stay all night 
with me. Hunter did not want her 
to do this, and when it was mention- 
ed, he said, “You stay | lieve 
witb me and keep your mother for 
company.'’ The matter was spoken of 
both before and after tea. We all had 
tea together, after which he got up 
and went out. He seemed excited but 
was nevertheless pleased ‘that Mrs. 
Hunter was going to stay al) night. 
He looked to me to be intoxicated. 1 
haye seen him intoxicated. He was 
very particular not to let Mrs. Hun- 
ter very far out of his sight Friday 


night. I went up to bed about ten 
o'clock p.m. When I went up Hun- 
ter was on the ‘bed with a wet 


cloth across his forehead. Mrs, Hun- 
ter sat in a rocking chair close by. 
I asked what was wrong and he said 
he was not very well. I was given a 
little room offroomNo.14 where 
Mrs. Hunter slept. There was just,a 


‘curtain separating the two rooms, I 


went to hed at once ‘but could not 
make out what was being said. Ab- 
out daylight I heard a noise in Hun- 
ter's room and raising my head I 
looked through the curtain. Hunter 
came round the bed and passed my 
door. I listened for him to do down 
the hall but his footsteps ceased at 
the doorway. ‘About two minutes af- 
ter I heard the shot. Gracie, the 
little daughter, who slept on a couch 
jumped up ‘and screamed and quick 
as lightning I jumped ‘up too. I at 
once ran to my daughter's head. I 
said, ‘'Rose, are you dead; speak if 
you can.’’ I then turned to him 
and said, ‘Do you see what you 
haye done? You bave shot my daugh- 
ter and your wife.'’ I shook my 
daughter to see if she was dead and 
at the same time he reached over to 
shake her arm. He had the gun in his 
right-hand. I was frightened and was 
afraid to move. My daughter had 
often told me that he abused her [ut 
Hunter took good care not to let 
me hear any of the quarreling, At 
times when we would be talking he 
often wished local option would come 
to Bobeaygeon. :

Father Conrardy has been ceaseless 
in labors on behalf of lepers, having 
spent many years with those of Mol- 
okal, ‘Hawaii, where he assisted Wa- 
ther Damien till hls death, continu- 
ing the charge for seven years after 
until thelr warfare was well assur- 
ed, He then took up work amongst 
of 
all the ‘lepers of the world, without 
Goyernment help, To obtain funds ho 
toured through Burope und America 
lecturing and preaching ‘to tho char- 
itable and sympathetic of all races 
and creeds. Two years ago he went 
back to his old fcld of Jabor in Oan- 
ton, 'Ohina, haying secured $30,000, 
and inyested it at 5 per cent. He has 
expressed gratitude to friends jn Ca- 
nada, especially ‘Montreal, for theis 
generosity. 

In China he was again well receiv- 
eh by the viceroy and high officials.

He went to a leper village he had 
visited thirteen years  béfore and 
found there over 600 lepers.

IN BARCELONA 


Prisoners are Being Ex- 
ecuted Wholesale 


PLAYING AT REBELLION 


Children on Streets Mimic Their Eld- 
ors — Authorities Aro Exacting a 
Heavy Prico From Political Of- 
fenders — Soldiers and Officers 
Are Deserting Their Regiments 
and Are Leaving Spain. 


London, Aug. 6.—The Barcelona 
correspondent of ‘The 'Pelegruph says 
that for the present quiet is restored, 
yet there are certain doubts whother 
the revolution has received its death 
blow. Martial law is still in force. 
The civil guards and police, armed 
with rifles, still patrol the streets. 
The wholesale shooting of prisoners 
after court-martial still gocs on at 
the Fortress of Montjuich, Rumor 
stutes that the revolutionists will re- 
commence outrages unless the remain- 
ing prisoners ure released, Arrests 
continue on a lurge scale. Prisoners 
are constantly seen with their hands 
lied behind their backs and escorted 
by\ civil guards. ‘Two wel! known 
journalists of Anarchistic tende: 8 
Were arrested Monday, Many oflicers 
and soldiers are deserling and cross- 
ing the frontier. Many bodies have 
been found under the ruins of the con- 
vents. Members of the Red Cross 
can be still seen transporting charred 
remains, Optimists should not omit 
to note the large bloodstains on the 
uniforms of the Red Cross men,

on that city and its inbabitants are 
curious and interesting. He says: 

“The streets of Barcelona are nar- 
fow and crooked lke those of — all 
ancient cities. The old Roman town 
may still be distinctly traced, occu- 
pying a small eminence in the centre 
of the present city. It was here that 
Ferdinand and Isabella received Col- 
umbus returning from America, 

“They have ‘in this city an acad- 
emy for the noble arts in which all 
who attend are freely taught draw- 
ing, architecture and sculpture under 
the direction of Don Pedro ‘Moles. 
The academy is well attended. 1 
counted one night upwards of five 
buindred boys, many of whom were 
finishing designs which showed either 
superior genius ‘or more than com- 
mon applicaticn.'’ 

The populations of the city in 1786 
Was about 95,000 and there was a vi- 
gorous manufacturing industry main- 
ly in sillc weaving, ‘It is curious to 
observe,'’ says. Townsend, ‘'that as 
Scotland is remarkable for breeding 
gardeners, Ireland chairmen, Switz- 
erland soldiers so Catalonia is dis- 
tinguished all over Spain for shoe- 
makers and tailors, 

Townsend gives a short history of 
the city from its foundation in B,G. 
230 and dwells briefly upon the strug- 
gle with the Moors which lasted for 
over 100 years. The racial hatred be- 
tween the Obristian and the'Moslem 
was still shown by clothing all vi- 
cious criminals of the city in green 
the sacred color of Islam, During 
the war of the Spanish Succession, 
Barcelona was three

Eminent Clergyman Who Flas Been 
Identified With Educational Insti- 
tution for 6 Years, Dies at the 
Age of 82 Years—Was Moderator

MucLaren, D.D., ex-principal of Knox 
College, died at 3 o'clock yesterday 
morning at the residence of his son, 
Rev. David MacLaren, 67 St. George 

street, who with his daughter, Mrs. 


when the end came. 

The venerable clergyman, who had 

held the highest position in the gift of 
the Presbyterian Church in Qunada 
was a few weeks ago arranging for a 
sojourn at the seaside, He was then 
in the best of spirits, and visiting the 
church offices at the Confederation 
Life Building. In speaking of his 
health at that time he said that the 
hot, weather was affecting him, but 
despite his 82 years he hoped to be 
greatly benefited by a trip to the sen 
shore, Before he could complete his 
arrangements for the projected trip 
he was taken scriously ill. 
The late ex-principal of Knox Col- 
lege had a distinguished career both 
28 a minister of the Presbyterian 
Chureh and as an edueationist. He 
was a native born Canadian, the town 
of Torbolton, Carlton County, claim- 
ing him as its most illustrious son. 
He was born on Jan, 26, 1823. His 
parents, David and Elizubeth Mac- 
Laren were natives of Perthshire, 
Scotland. He was the fifth son. 

At the Ottawa Grammar School and 
Toronto Academy, William MacLaren 
gave early promise of distinction in 
the eph f learning, and ayuiled

himself of the opportunity to take o 
theological and arts course. He was 
ordained to the Presbyterian ministry 
in 1853, and inducted minister of the 
Presbyterian Church at Amherstburg, 
Ont., where he remained for four 
years. The young preacher’s fume 
had become widely recognized to the 
people in Canada and the United 
States, and in 1857 he was induced to 
accept the pastorate of Knox Church, 
Boston, Mass., since known as Colum- 
bus avenue Presbyterian Church. An 
invitation from the Belleville, Ont., 
Presbyterian Church to the pasterate 
there led to his return to Ontario, and 
he remained at Belleville for eleven 
years, 

In 1870, the Presbyterian Church, 
Oltaim, succeeded in securing him as 
pastor, and he ministered there until 
his coming to Toronto as a member 
of the faculty of Knox College in 
the year 1873.

Progress Made 


in Aeroplanes) 


At no time in the history of aerial 
payigation has there ‘been so much 
activity as at present, ab any rate 
as far as th le 
concerned, writes a Mondon Corres- 
pondent vf the Winnipeg Pree Press, 
under date of July 15th. The hero of 
the hour is Hubert Latham, who by 
the time these lines appear in print, 
may have bridged the channel on or 
in his monoplane. On the other hand 
his wings may have failed him, and 
he, after a heroic ‘dive into the deep 
depths beneath, been picked up by 
one of the torpedo boats which will 
accompany him below on his flight. 
Alter a comparatively short training 
Mr. Latham has stepped, or rather 
flown, before the public as a danger- 
ous iva) of the Wrights, Warman, 
McCurdy, ody and several others, 
intrepid men, who are seeking the 
conquest of tho air, 

From all accounts Mr. Latham is 
considerable of a genius in naviga- 
ing aerial machines, and with * the 
exception of the Wrights he has re- 
mained in the air longer than any 
other living navigator. The mono- 
plane, which has been designed by a 
Frenchman, consists of a skiff-like 
body from each side of which a main 
plane springs at ‘a slight upward 
tilt. 

It has o single propeller which is 
mounted in front of the central 
body, ‘close bebind which is the mo- 
tor. Another notable feature of this 
machine is: that the pilot has a most 
comfortable seat and is well protect- 
ed from the wind, while at the same 
time his position allows him to keep 
a” clear outlook. Those who have 
een the machine deseribe the undtr- 
frame as being an exceedingly clever 
bit of work; it resembles the frame 
work of the Canadian {ce hoat, and 
is designed to well receive the first 
shock of landing. Another feature ol 
Mr. Latham’s monoplane is that 
its machinery enables it to be start- 
ed without the use of extraneous m 
chanism,

Argentine’s Clime 
and Production 


The Republic of Argentine is, ' says 
a writer in the Springfield Republi- 
can, as varified geographirally as the 
United States, a large part of its 
area lies in the temperate zone—all, 
in fact, except a bit to the north 
near Paraguay, called the Chaco, Of 
this area (about 1,145,000 square 
miles,) a large proportion of the pro- 
ductive land is contained in the pam- 
pas or prairies. To the south of this 
lles the desolate region of Pataconia. 
To the west one comes to a sharply 
defined dividing line between pampas 
and brush country. This is the fore- 
runner of the foothills of the Oordil- 
leras which in places reach attitudes 
of 28,000 feet or more, When we con- 
sider the pampas in connection with 
its immense river system, the Rio de 
la Plata, how easy it is to draw a 
parallel to the Mississippi valley. 
To the west the brush country will 
answer for comparison to the states 
of New Mexico, Nevada, Utah, and 
Wyoming, even to there being a 
"Great Salt Lake."’ The Cordilleras 
represent the Rockies and Sierras, 
and hill, if it were only @ part of Ar- 
gentina, 
even to the Pacific ocean. Until 30 
years or less ago it did not occur to 
the Argentinian that he could raise 
anything else than cattle or sheep 
on these immense level stretches. ex- 
cept along the river, But now wheat 
has come to be a staple product here 
and the westerm march of the great 
gattle ‘rancho!’ is but a repetition 
of what we have seen going on for 
40 years or more in the Western 
United States. Byen yet, however, 
and no doubt for some years to come, 
cattle, sheep, hides and wool will 
hold a leading place among the coun- 
try’s products, Until the practice of 
shipping frozen meat became general, 
sheep were raised for wool only. Now 
immense quantities of frozen mutton 
go annually to Burope in fast boats. 

‘Argentina, though the most pro- 
gressive, perhaps, of the South Am- 
erican countries, still is Spanish and 
cannot readily throw off the heritage 
of lack of enterprise. 

Fruit is plentiful in season and 
almost impossible out of season, 
there being no ice except a very little 
that is manufactured and requires a 
fortune to buy. One would have to 
search a long time to find grapes lar- 
ger and more delicious than can be 
had during a season of three or four 
months, for aprice that would hardly 
seem to pay for the picking. 

The Italian is the principal 
chant. He is easily assimilated into 
citizenship because of language, reli- 
gion and mode of living. The wery 
pest class of Italian immigrants have 
come hither and now form a highly 
respected portion of the population, 
In furnishing examples of thrift and 
Industry to people so lacking in theso 
qualities as some classes of Argen- 
tinians are, is a sufficient reason for 
a grant of citizenship, these  peopld 
deserve it. Whole colonics of Italians

Near the mouth of the, Cop- 
permine river is a group ol Esqui- 
‘aux who bave never seen a white 
man; these he desires to study belore 
“civilized'’ ways change their  sys- 
stem of living. On the Colville River 
cthere is said to be a group of 300 
Jaquimaux isolated from whites till 
now. Stetansson's expedition is sup- 
ported jointly by the Canadian Geo- 
logical Survey and the American Mu- 
‘seum of Natural History. 

Mr. Stefansson excels in the ability 
to live with the natives, in itself no 
mean triute to bis powers of self- 
renunciatfod and adaption; he

A significant step which marked an | 
era in Chinatown was the organizing 
a few years ago of a woman's club! 
by a young Chinese just arrived from 
the Orient. This step astonished the 
American teachers, none of whom 
would have dreamed of attempting sd 
much, ‘This woman sent a personal | 
invitation to every one of the sixty- 
fixe Chinese women in New York, to 
meet her on a certain evening in the | 
rooms of the Morning Star Mission in 
Dovers street. | 

When the word was passed around 
that the young visitor was . the 
dauyhter of, the head of the ‘Bo 
Waung Wool,’ a reform society rep- | 
resenting China's more progressive 
party and having a membership of 
3,000,000, most of the Ohinese  wo- 
men and their husbands felt that 
courtesy required a departure from 
established usage, and the result was, 
in 
the Dovers street mission. The young 


leader, who turned out to be a re- 
markably fluent speaker, and was 
bubbling over with the enthusiasm 


of seventeen years, told the meeting 
that she had come over to take a 
three years’ course at an American 
college, that she believed in reform,‘ 
and the emancipation of women from 
the old order of things, though tie 
(Emoress of China did not agree with 
her, and that she was in favor of ad-| 
vanced American ideas relating to 
woman's education and freedom. 

Evidently the speaker’s eloquence 
quite swept her startled and wonder- 
ing listeners off their feet, for, be- 
fore dispersing the ‘Women’s Branch 
of the Chinese Reform Society,’’ was 
organized, with a president, yho was 
also secretary, a first and a second 
vice-president, and a treasurer and 
thirty-odd members, all of whom 
were pledged to hold regular month- 
ly meetings to keep themselves post- 
ed in regard to the progress of the | 
reform party, and do all they could’ 
to aid a few millions of their down- 
‘trodden sisters in China by contribut- 
ing money to start schools there. 

Much gratified with her success, the 
young organizer dismissed the newly 
formed Chinese woman's club, and a 
few days later took herself off to col- 
lege. That was four years ago. So 
far as can bé learned the “Women's 
Branch of the Chinese Reform So- 
ciety’’ has not held a public meeting 
since.

Included among the seventy are a 
few who have lived her fifteexn or 
more years; the majority haye been 
here more than half a dozen years. 
Hvery one of them is married. By- 
ery home, it is said, has a child, or 
children in it, and in no case does 
the wife and mother eat the bread 
of idleness, What time she is not 
working for her family, she is sew- 
ing for the tailors, her husband car- 
rying the work to and from the shop 
Unless persistently prodded she re- 
fuses to go promenading, calling, 
picnicking, or shopping even. ‘There 
is nothing she shrinks from quite as 
much as appearing on the streets. A 
teacher decided one hot summer day 
was her duty to give three 
of the Chinese women she Imew best 
an outing in Central Park, and in the 
morning she called to make arrange- 
ments. Passively each agreed to go, 
but when the teacher called for them 
‘none would venture to walk to the 
park. In order to get them there the 
teacher had to hire a carriage. 

How to give a Chinese woman and 
ther children a vacation in the coun- 
try is one of the biggest perplexities 
now confronting the workers in

Tt Js, says tho Now York Post, in 
deseribing its work, a permanent 
foree of mounted men,—four troops, 
of two officers, fiye sergeants, and 
150 men each, every man chosen for 
his physical build discretion, fearless- 
ness, ‘and bility to tame men. 
Wight out of ten have seen military 
service, and most of them were non- 
commissloned officers before they left 
the United States army, 

At the Cornyall, Pa,, ore banks in 
1906, 500 foreigners became angry he- 
cause they could not persuade the 
men keeping the fires to quit work, 
They assaulted seyeral inoffenside 
workmen, and chased the sheriff's de- 
puties, The sheriff telephoned for 
aid, ‘Send your whole force of con- 
stabulary,’’ he urged, ‘‘These rioters 
are desperate,’ 

A sergeant and ten men of the new 
force were dispatched on the run, 
There was no time to iget the horses 
entrained, and the detail went whirl- 
ing to the scene of trouble in a ca- 
boose and engine. No sooner had they 
arrived than the smallest man in tho 
buneh forced his way bodily into a 
crowd of angry aliens and grabbed a 
big foreigner who had ‘pulled a 
gun.'’ The prisoner showed fight, and 
his friends offered help. The trooper 


swung his stick just once, the big 
fellow dropped, and the crowd ran 
like sheep, 

At Yatesville, in the same year, 


twelve troopers dispersed a mob of 
700, and went through a tough settle- 
ment on 9 hunt for firearms, bring- 
ing ont 4 small sized arsenal after

the inhabitants had pleaded that they 
were ‘‘goon citizens'’ and had no 
guns. The houses raided had several

At the Franklin colliery, also near 
Wilkes-Barre, strikers dispersed a 
guard of deputy sheriffs, and clubbed 
and knifed a few workmen who had 
been taking coal from a culm bank, 
to keep up steam for the engines that 
pumped water for the mines. This 
was according to the agreement be- 
tween operators and miners. The mob 
however, beat the employees severely 
and started out to wreck the colliery 
when a small detail of mounted con- 
stabulary arrived. It was just du 
The sergeant asked the men to dis- 
perse, and they refused. He told them 
they would get hurt if they didn’t, 
and they jeered at him. The sheriff 
pointed out two ringleaders, and the 
sergeant asked them to step out and 
give themselves up. This’ request was 
refused,

them,'’ said the sergeant to the in- 
terpreter,’’ and all those who want 
to have their heads crished pleaso 
stay tight where they are !’’ 

Then the mounted men rode in, and 
and left. The mob tried to run, but 
it could not get away from the hor- 
ses.

The Commercial 
Value of the 
Sober Citizen 


What effect has intemperance upon 
the economic value ot a citizen? Tn 
German and American scientific lab- 
oratories a sclentifie answer is boing 
found as to the offect of the use of 
alcohol upon the citizen as a worker, 
which means upon hs power to con- 
tribute to the common good, This 
eyldence which has been furnished, 
has led President Plot of Harvard, 
to become a total abstainer, after 
years of the very moderate use of in- 
toxicants, The evidence stands about 
as follow 

If alcohol he taken upon an empty 
stomach, it acts as a food, and in- 
creases muscular power for a short 
time, and this is followed by a al- 
minution of power; taken with othet 
food, only the diminution of power is 
shown; alcohol decreases the rate of 
performance of habitual activities and 
decreases the rate of improvement in 
gaining facility in repeated tasks, 
The more complex the mental acts 
the greater the evil effects are found 
to be, the dose repeated from day to 
day has a cumulative evil effect and 
the rate of ordinary memorizing is 
retarded, All this can only mean one 
thing to the factory and office, 


It is conceded that the power of 
endurance is reduced by the use of 
alcohol, Lord Roberts’ march to 
Oandahar furnished evidence which 


has made him ever since an opponent 
to the use of alcohol in the army, 

The unassailable figures of our life 
insurance tables show that there is a 
reduction of vital power through the 
moderate habitual use of alcohol, and 
this means a decrease of the rate 
and length of time of production of 
each man serving the state as 
worker, 

The well known power of alcoholic 
drinks to reduce a man’s inhibitory 
power by which he regulates all his 
impulses, leads to unintentional ex- 
cesses and reduces his general relia- 
bility. We know the too frequent ef 
fact it has on thrift, morality, happi- 
ness and purchasing powor. We have 
heard repeatedly from judges on the 
bench, from wardens of prisons, and 
from students of sociology the state- 
ments as to the amount of crime 
which is chargeable to drink, as to 
cause any man, no matter what his 
personal habit may be, who 
an interest in his country’s welfare, 
and who believes that business pros- 
perity rests in a large part on mora} 
conditions, to acknowledge that hero 
we have a national problem of great 
importance. Mr. Wugene Smith, in 
speaking for the National Prison As- 
sociation of the United States, as- 
serts that $20,000,000 a year is spent 
in New York for the detection and 
punishment of crime out of a total 
tax of $90,000,000. Crime in the same 
way is estimated to cost the whole 
United States $200,000,000, which is 
$61,000,000 more than is paid for edu- 
cation, Uf but one half of our crime 
is due to drink, what answer should 
the ‘business world find to this na- 
tfonal problem ? 

Wo tind large corporations are put- 
ting into force prohibitory laws, as 


cerned, on account of their loss of 
time through the ‘Sunday drunk'’ 
and the Monday ‘lay off,’’ the waste 
of property and life through ayotd- 
able accidents, and the general de- 
crease of energy ond reliability. The 
{net is that no man can be known to 
take alcoholic drinks without becom- 
ing a suspect. The question may yell 
be asked, ‘Should not a nation, as a 
business partnership, say that tho 
loss of economic values is too great, 
and that tho nation cannot afford 
it 2" The whole question as a nation- 
al one should be dealt with primarily 
8 a business proposition.

The 
total national and proyincial reven- 
ues from the traffic amount to $16,- 
500,000, The difference is therefore, 
over $60,000,000. Money spent for 
drink is still in circulation and it 
plays its part in the commercial ex- 
changes, but, when it is spent for 
an article that perishes in the using, 
its spending is not so profitable to 
the country as if a useful article of 
food or of clothing were purchased 
of a building erected, for it leaves 
these solid articles or the useful en- 
ergy behind, In one hundred years 
would it make uny difference to our 
nation struggling to win a worthy 
place among commercial nations if ey- 
ery year that $60,000,000 were spent 
{for useful articles instead of for one 
which indisputably reduces the vital 
force, the working energy, and the 
moral stamina of the nation and in- 
creases the percentage of loss through 
accident and erime? Surely a pat- 
tiotic commercialism will yet say, 
“We cannot afford the waste.”’ 

All these statements set in strong 
relict the fact that the only citizen 
who can serve his country to the 
full extent of his power is the sober 
‘citizen. Sober life may be o personal 
advantage, it is also a patriotic 
gift, and that is what we want in 
Lindsay.

"Fruit Crop Suffers as Result of 
Dry July Weather, 


LITTLE WHEAT DAMAGED, 


C.N.R. Grain Agent Acheson Thinks. 
a Million Bushels Will Cover the 
Destruction by Hail In the West 

—Last Days of July Will Pull 
Fruit Crop Above the Aver- 


age of Previous Years. 


Ottawa, Aug, 7,—The report of the 
Department of Agriculture on {)te fruit 
crop for July is not so encouraging 
ax was the June report, ‘the drouth 
of the early part of the month had its 
effect in réducing the crop materially. 
However, the latter portion of the 
month has somewhat revived the 
hopes of growers and a crop above the 
average is looked for, 

Apples will be a light to medium 
crop, but the winter varieties promise 
to be a better quality than usual. 

All over the Dominion the pear har- 
vest will be light with the possible 
exception of Nova Scotia, 

Plum, peaches, cherries and grapes 
will give a tedium crop all over 
Oanada, except the plum crop in Brit- 
ish Columbia, which is light. 
| On account of shortage of fruit in 
European countries, there will be o 
good market for all the fruit Ounada 
will have to export. The United States 
will be able to consume all its fruit 
products, but will likely 
to Europe on account of hig! 

Thinks Damage Is Slight. 
, Winnipeg, Man., Aug. 7.—Thomas 
Acheson, general grain agent of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Co. states 
that reports of any damage to the 
grain owing to the storm will not 
reach him until late to-day, but he 
does not anticipate anything serious, 

Since the beginning of the season 
Mr. Acheson has kept faithful reports 
of all damage to growing grains and 
the amount covering the three large

Many Are the Forms Recognized in 
g— _ the Canadian Courts 


There are nearly a5 many forms of ' 
the | 


administration of the oath in 
court of law as there are religions, 
An interesting contribution is the 
annual report of the inspector of le- 
gal offices, Osgoode Mall, The com- 
mon law requires the administration 
of that particular form of oath 
which the person himself declares to 


be binding on his conscience, while 
he is always allowed to adopt tho 
ceremonies of his own religion. It 


must, however, be according to some 
religious ceremony or other. 

A Christian is sworn on the gos: 
pels or the whole of the New Testa- 
ment. A Jew is sworn upon the 
Pentateuch, with the head covered, 
though some testify with the head 
uncoyered, The form of oath is the 
same as to the Christian, except that 
the conclusion is ‘'So help you, Je- 


hovah."” 
There s much ceremony when a 
Mohammedan is sworn.The witness 


first places his right hand flat upon 
the Koran, puts his left hand on his 
forehead, then brings the top of his 
forehead down to the book, touching 
it with his head. He then looks for 
some time steadfastly upon the book 
But Mohammedans object to tak 
ing an oath, In India, they are, with 
Hindus, permitted to affirm. English 
authorities suggest the proper way 
to take their affirmities. 

To occidental people the form of 
cath of the Chinese, when about to 
evidence, presents interesting 
features. A Chinaman should first be 
asked if he is a follower of Confu- 
cius, or of Buddha. If a tormer, then 
the oath’ is: On entering the box, he 
immediately kneels down, and a

china saucer having been placed on. 
his head, he breaks it into  frag- 
ments. The officer then says: ‘You 


shall tell the truth, the whole truth 
(the saucer is cracked,) and if you 
do not tell the truth your soul will 
be cracked like the saucer.’” 

If he is a follower of Buddha the 
ceremony is: ‘I dectare in the pres- 
ence of Buddha, that I am unprejudi- 
ced, and if what I speak shall speak 
falg& or if by coloring truth others 
may 'be led adtray, then may the 
three Holy Bxistences, Buddha, Dha- 
mma, and Pro Saugha, in whose 
sight I now stand, tagether with the 
devotees of the twenty-two firnam- 
ents punich me, and also my migrat- 
ing soul." 

A Parsee upon being handed a copy 
of the Zendayesta places his: hand on 
it and repeats the oath ‘I swear 
that the evidence I shall give shall 
be the truth, by God, God Omnipot- 
ent, God Omnipotent, God Almighty. 
Since a copy of the Zendayesta may 
not be procurable, he may be sworn 
by any other form of oath that he 
declares is binding on his conscience 

‘Then there is a special form of 
oath where the crown or\attorney- 
general are concerned as parties in 
civil matters. It follows: ‘'The evi- 
dence you shall give to the, court 
(and jury) between our Sovereign 
Lord and King ot between\His Ma- 
desty’s Attorney-General and (A. B,) 
sball,"’ ete. 

Here js the interpreter's oath: 
“You shall well and truly interpret 
any explanation made to the court 
(ant jury) and the witness of all 
such matters and things as shall be 


requires of you to the best of your 
skill and undertaking—so help me 
God." 


As many of the better class of wit- 
nesses tfuse to kiss the court bible, 
mainly for hygienic reasons, and that, 
the courts are favoring the adoption 
of the Scotch form of oath, is of 
interest. The method is far more gol- 
emn and impressive than the ordin- 
ary form of oath.

Morty yenrs ago the name of Vie- 
torla Woodhull was well known in the 
United States. Its owner was one of 
the group of American women who

first aroused agitation agulnst 
laws that deprived their sex, of 
adequate part in discharging the af- 
fairs of the nation, Victoria, was no- 
minated for the presidency. She did 
not win, or come near it. No ono 
thought she would, But the novelty 
of seeing 1 woman's name on a tick- 
ct furnished a sensation and made 
her fame national. Defeat at the 
polls did not lessen the energy of 
this resourceful women. Beaten there 


she determined to succeed in pusi- 
ness, and she and her vister, then 
known as ‘'Temy  Chaflin,’’ now 


Lady Cooke, of London, Wngland, 
went to New York, and started the 
brokerage firm of Woodhull & Chaf- 
lin. This, too, was a novel enter- 
prise for women, But, far from being 
‘experimenters, the two sisters show- 
ed themselyes uncommonly  shrewa 
pusiness women, and soon built up a 
big trade. Thon they branched out 
into he publishing business, with 
the Woodhu & Qhaflin Journal."

Oldest Regiment 
In . the World 


The oldest regiment in tho world— 
tho famous Royai Scots or ‘Pontius 
Pilate’s Bodyguard'’—has just return- 
ed to garrison duty in Wdinburgh its 
hometown, after years of seryice in 
the far parts of the British empire. 

This distinguished fighting force is 
able to ‘trace direct descent from 
those companies of bold and adyen- 
urous Scots infantry who proceeded 
in 1590 to France to assist Henry VI 
in his wars with the Leaguers. Their 
services were retained by the Kings 
of France until the various companies 
were nally in 1638 formed into a 
regiment and the command given to 
Sir John Hephurn, a cadet of an old 
Lothian family, who was born at 
‘Athelstaneford about 1600, says the 
Baltimore Sun. 

The regiment was called Le Regi- 
ment d'Hebron, the nearest French 
pronunciation of Hepburn. From the 
fact that the above mentioned com- 
panies had been raised and officored 
by the officers of the Gens d’Armes 
Hcossaisses and the Garde de Corps 
Weossaisses the regiment can claim a 
connection with those two celebrated 
corps with whom the Scottish arch- 
ers of the Guard, of whom we read 
in “Quentin Durward” and so back 
to the earliest hody of Scottish sol- 
diers to whom their is any record. 
‘phe four and twenty armed Scotts 
in whose fidelity and valor Oharles 
TM, King of France in 882, so con- 
fided.’” 

In 1635 there was amalgamated with 
the corps the remains of the well- 
known Green brigade from the Swed- 
ish service, which composed of Hep- 
burn’s, MacKay’s, Lumsden's and 
Stargate’s regiments, has served un- 
der the Lion of the North, Gustavus 
Adolphus. 

We read in the record of the servico 
of MacKay's regiment ‘Munro's Bx- 
pedition,’’ written by Hepburn’s com- 
rade and friend, Colonel Robert Mun- 
ro, that on tbe meeting of these two 
bodies of Scotch soldiers ‘‘all greeted 
their o!d commander with acclama- 
tions of joy by beating the Scottish 
march as he approached and the last 
solitary piper of MacKay's High- 
landers blew loudly and longly 
note of welcome on the great war- 
pipe of the north."” 

Munro was appointed second in 
command under Hepburn in the new 
regiment, which consisted of 154 of- 


a 


ficers and 8,162 men. Its claims to 
antiquity were fully recognized by 
the King of France, who gave it 
precedence over all others in the 
service of France, 

In connection with this claim the 


well known sobriquet of Pontius Pil- 
ate's Bodyguard was acquired by the 
regiment. The French regiments, 
pecially that of Picarhy, were jeal- 
ous of this precedence, and on ode 
occasion while the point was in Wis- 
pute between the officers of the two 
regiments a Picardy officer remarked: 
“T guppose you will next claim you 
have been on duty at the crucifixion’? 

“No,sir,"’ replied an officer of Hiep- 
burns, ‘for had we been on duty at 
the sepulchre the holy body would 
never had left it." 

This was a particularly sarcastic 
retort, for the sentinels of the Pi- 
cardy regiment had been kmown to 
have committed the serious military 
offence of sleeping at their posts. 

The regiment served during the 
campaign of 1685 with the French 
army in Germany, and on its retreat 
was placed in the position of danger 
as rear guard,dadmirably acquitting 
itself by turning and inflicting a hea- 
vy defeat on the Imperialists near 
Metz, 

In 1636 at the Seige of Saverne, a 
town in Alsace the regiment lost its 
rst colonel. Volunteering to examine 
the ‘breach after the third assault, 
Hepburn, with bis usual coolness and 
temerity, approached too close and 
receiving 4 musket ball in the neck, 
was carried off by his faithful Scots, 
only to expire in their arms, dying 


es- 


as he would have wished amid the 
counds of strife, with his sword by 
his side among his trusted fellow- 


countrymen. 

A letter is extant from Cardinal 
Richelieu, expressing his great 
cern for the death of Golonel 
burn. The burial, took place in the 
magnificent old cathedral at Toul, 
in French Lourraine, Many years at- 
terwards a noble monument was cr- 
ected above the grave by Louis XIV, 
bearing an epitath to the worth of 
one “who so deservedly was deomed 
the best soldier in Christendom and 
consequently in the world.’ 

During the English civil war tho 
regiment was kept as far as possible 
from Bngland lest Charles I should 
apply for its return. 

In 1652 we find the regiment serving 


con- 
Hep- 


under Turrene against the rebel Con- 
do and taking part in barricade fight- 
ing in the streets of Paris. 

Ils next move was to tho Nether- 
lands, where, in 1655 in a skirmish 
Colonel Lord James Douglas lost his 
life and was succeeded to tho colon- 
cley by his brother, Lord Geo- Doug- 
las, created Darl of Dumbarton in 
in 1673. . 

Next tho treaty between Louis an 
Cromwell caused the oxiled Charles 
to side with Spain and the wily Louls 
promptly removed the Douglas and 
‘all other Scots corps to remote gar- 
risons. 

In 1660-61 tho restoration gaving 
taken place, Charles II disbanded the 
old Commonwealth army but owing 
to the elsing of the Fifth Monarchy 
men ho sent to France for Douglas 
regiment, which request the Wrench 
monarchy, being at peace, was un 
able to refuse. 

Two hundred and twenty three 
years haye clapsed since the Second 
Battalion first called its muster roll’) 
fo Scotland, at Leith on May 18 1686, 
and more than three hundred years 
since those companies of adventurous 
Scots set forth from their native 
land, in 1590, to seek fame and for- 
tune on the battle fields offurope.

ter Protection 
of the Maples 


From several cities come reports of 
o “blight? haying struck the maple 
shade trees, and much apprehension 
js manifested in consequence. ‘The 
trees affected present blotched and 
streaked leaves and parts of the tree 
appear to be dying. Generally the 
plight appears to affect only certain 
portions of the tree, and ns yet few 
trees aro killed, We have thus far 
heard no great complaint in this 
town but the blight has been reported 
as common elsewhere. 

‘The Assistant Director of the New 
York Botanical Gardens has given 
the matter some attention and ‘his 
statement will go to allay the fears 
of those who have been puzzled ~ on 
account for the catse of the trouble. 
According to Mr. Murrill the plight 
is the consequence of insufMictent sup- 
ply of moisture to the trees, ond {t 
is aggravated by attacks of plant 
life,or green flies, which suck tho 
juice from the leaves. He says that 
the treatment would naturally be 


Be 


plenty of water about the roots of 
the trees and thorough spraying of 
the Jeaves on the under side with a 


solution of whale oi) soap, one pound 
to eight gallons of water, to kill 
the plant lice, It may be a little 
late in tho season to attempt to 
save the present folage on a tree, 
put persons having » few trees that 
are still comparatively green might 
take steps at once to preserye them 
from further injury. It is to be noted 
that the parts of leaves most affected 
are those most distant from the veins 
but if the drought is prolonged the 
entire leaf may die. Blotches may 
occur in any portion of the leaf and 
may vary in size from a small spot 
around the puncture of an aphis or 
a leaf hopper to the area of the en- 
tire leaf, 

The hard or sugar maple requires 
considerable water and the laying of 
cement walks and payements and 
careful drainage of the streets too 
often cuts off the supply of moisture 
to an injurious extent from,.be street 
shade trees, A well shaped maple 
shade tree has a very large leaf sur- 
face, and the larger it is’ the greater 
the quantity of moisture with which 
it must be supplied to keep up the 
of 
maples bear drouth better than oth- 
ers, but street conditions are severe 
on most of them. 

Protect the shade maples from ca- 
ter pillars and insect pests and see 
that they get q sufficient water sup- 
ply. The city would present a less 
inviting appearance were it deprived 
of its beautiful maples.

For Overstout 


Why Golf or Walking 1s Better Than 
Driving or Motoring 
Although the food that one takes 
often has much to do with the am- 
ount of fat put on, and a reduction 
in the intake of fat forming foods 
may prevent the formation of more 
fat In the tissues or even effect a re- 
duction, it is seldom that this alone 

will prove efficacious, 

A strict diet is irksome, and most 
fat people are too easy going to 
carry {t out faithfully. ‘This is not 
that they are weak or deficient in self 
control, but they are too happy and 
content with their flesh to be willing 
to sufler overmuch discomfort in any 
eflort to rid themselyes of it. More- 
over, too radical » change of diet 
may prove injurious and it is better 
to be too fat—a little too fat, any- 
way—than to sufler from indigestion 
or damage to the kidneys, as one 
may easily do by inconsiderate and 
injudicous dieting. 

Tt is much better to restrict same- 
what the intake of fat forming foods 
enough to prevent the increase of fat 
and to effect that actual reduction by 
mechanical means—that is to say, by 
exercise, massage and in certain cas- 
es the wearing of a belt or abdomin- 
al bandage, 

Massage, when skillfully performed 
—not simply desultory rubbing here 
and there—will do much {in the reduc- 
ing of flesh, when combined with 
dieting and with active exercise in 
the open air. 

Exercise—systematic, active exer- 
cise—is of the greatest value in res- 
training a tendency to the overpro- 
duction of fat and in causing a re- 
duction to fat already formed. It 
must be combined with dieting or its 
combined with dieting, otherwise {ts 
object will be defeated. Tt naturally 
increases the appetite, especially if 
taken in the open air, and if this 
appetite is satisfied with the articles 
of diet that the fat people prefer the 
last state will be worse than the 
first. 

The best exercise is walking — not 
strolling, but rapid springy walking, 
with shoulders back and arms swing- 
ing. This kind of walking fills the 
lings with oxygen, which burns up 
the fat, puts all the muscles in mo- 
tion, by which a natural massage is 
effected, and increases the circulation 
by which the waste products are 
more rapidly eliminated. 

Golf is an excellent game for ,the 
over stout, and so is tennis if the 
heart is strong. Equestrian exercise 
is also good, but driving and motor- 
ing are not the ways to reduce flesh 
as they increase the appetite end as- 
similation without giving the requis- 
ite exercise.—From the Youth's Com-

[ (Norwood, Aug. 18.—Atter slaying nis 


six-year-old daughter, buthing her 
body, arraying her in her Sunday 
clothes, and laying her on a couch 
in the:parlor, Thomas Willoughby, a 
prominent farmer living about tvo 
miles from here, took his own life 
terday afternoon. Willoughby hid 
unwell for some time, and re- 
cently, it is said, had shown signs of 
despondency. 

The tragedy was discovered when 
the wife of a neighboring farmer en- 
tered the Willoughby home on an er- 
mand. Mrs. Willoughby was ‘away 
abopping in Norwood’ w 
months-old baby. 

ied by low cries from the parlor 
and, hurrying into the room, found 
the body of Surah stretched on the 
sofa and Willoughby lying beside her. 
He was still alive and attempted to 
speak, but in a panic the woman 
rushed for some one to assist her, 
and when, a few mimutes later, ahe 
returned with help, Willoughby was 
dead on the floor. 

‘There was ane other member of the 
family in the house when they re- 
tumed, little Harry Willoughby, aged 
6, but he could tell nothing. He had 
gone into the house a short time be- 
fore, but had found no one there, he 
said. 


‘A search revealed a double-barreled 
shotgun, with one barrel recently us- 
ed, in the woodshed, and there were 


iso blood stains and grins of shot 
on the floor, It was here upparently 
that the murder had been cornrnitted. 
The girl had been shot in the breast. 

The fact that the body of the girl 
was arrayed in her best clothes was 
explained by the presence in a heap 
fn one corner of the room of the gar- 
ments which she usually wore. A 
basin of water nearby showed that 
the demented man had washed the

The House Fly 
At the Bar 


The extermination of malaria and 
yellow fever by the control of the 
breeding places of mosquitoes was a 
great triumph of sanitary adminis- 
tration. The house fly presents uni- 
versal opportunity for o still great 
triumph, Says Theodore Dreiser 
the Delineator for September. 
Merchants’ 
City, in its bulletins of 1908 and 
1909; presents incontrovertible  eyi- 
dence against the house fly—evidence 
that every mother and teacher of mo- 
thers should have, and which may be 
got by applying to this association. 

The house fly has been condemned 
by a court from which there is no 
appeal, Health and bacteriological 
experts all over this country have 
pronounced the verdict ‘‘guilty.’’ 
Whereas the fly was once considered 
a scavenger sent in hot weather to 
eat up the germs that abound it is 
now considered a filthy insect. Bred 
in manure, it drinks from cess-pools 
and dines in privy-yaults. It eats the 
sputum on the sjdewalk, and revels 
in the garbage pail. It hovers over 
the bahy’s diaper, and is greedy for 
the dressings from a discharged 
wound. It is a germ-carrier. Tt brings 
typhoid fever, diarrhoea, dysentry, 
and tuberculosis to the very gateway 
of the human body, After its repast 
of filth it cravls over your freshly- 
cleans its feet on the bread brought 
in a sealed paper bag. Direct from 
the neighboring privy it crawls over 
the sweet lips of your sleeping baby 
or settles on the sterilized nipple of 
the nursing bottle. The fly that you 
fish out of your baby’s milk, milk 
for which you have paid fifteen cents 
a quart may have been feeding on 
the excrement of a patient recovering 
from diarrhoea or typhoid fever. The 
flies on the fruit you buy at that 
street corner for your children may 
have last fed on the sputum of ao 
consumptive. As many as six  mil- 
lion six hundred thousand bacteria 
have been found on a single fly. Yet 
the house fly is tolerated everywhere. 

Milk and hot weather are blamed 
for the great number of infant deaths 
from diarrhoea or ‘summer com- 
plaint.’” A careful study of the seas- 
onal prevalence of flies by means of 
daily counts from fly-cages made iin 
different parts of New York City by. 
the Merchants’ Association shows 
that flies were active in large num- 
bers only in the comparatively few 
hot weeks when an abnormal number 
of cases of typhoid feyer and diarr- 
hoea wére contracted. These diseases 
rose with the rise in prevalence of 
fies and fell with the decrease in the

EXIT THE HORSE 

In an Ontario town, the Toronto 


Star says, one day a week has been 
set apart for faumers and others who 
wish to drive on roads where the 
blare of the auto horn is unknown, 
Motor cars cre supposed to stay in 
their garages and the ‘‘scariest’’ of 
horses may be harnessed without fear 
of an upset. 

‘And now there is a ‘‘Horseless Sun- 
day'’ committee of the Royal Autu- 
mobile Club of Bugland, which pro- 
poses to make arrangements for keep- 
ing a certain area in London entire- 
ly free from horsed traffic during one 
whole Sunday, in order that the in- 
havitants of this favored district may 
appreciate the benefits to be expect- 
ed when ‘no traffic other than rub- 
ber-tired motor vehicles is alloyed on 
thphstreets.'’ It is expected that the 
“horseless Sunday" will demonstrate 
the advantage of cleaner streets, im- 
proved health conditions, less noise, 
greater safety, and facilities for rapid 
travelling. 

These advantages, with the excep- 
tion of the last, need no demonstra- 
tion, but the public has not hitherto 
associated them with motor traffic. 
There are distrustful people who sus- 
pect that the main interest of the 
promoters of the horseless Sunday 
lies in the facilities for rapid travel- 
ling, rather than in the “greater 
safety’ of the public. As the Mayor 
of Westminster ison the committee, 
it is likely that the experiment, if it 
is found to be feasible, will confer ita 
advantages on a district in the West 
End.

The Dominion Railway 


Lading, which is to go into effect on 
October 1, The adoption of this form 
says the Hamilton Times, |' "ts, 0 
matter of considerable importance to 
railways and shippers, and it ts gro- 
tifying to note that the agreement of 
manufacturing shipping and railroad 
intorests which considered the meas- 
ure was brought about without any 
aifleulty, The basis of settlement is 
regarded as\a very fair one, nnd the 
pill of lading is expected to become 
most popular. 

‘Tho bill is very simple, and is com- 
posed of only eleven sections, where- 
fas the former bill had twenty one, A 
very important feature of the now 
pill it that it makes tho railway 
companies responsible for negligence 
in transport or delivery; and holds 
the initial carrier responsible for tho 
dclivery of the goods at their destin- 
ation, although they may have to 
‘over other Canadian Railway 
or United States roads, with 
which there is a joint tarif! arrange- 
ment. The shippers regard this as 
‘a gain over the old bil), which, ‘thoy 
alleged, was made by and for car- 
riers. A railway accepting goods for 
transport alone, under the new Dill, 
relieves itself of responsibility for 
their delivery at their destination by 
saying that it has done its duty; ~ it 
must show that any loss sustained 
was not caused by it or its aseuts. 
In other words shippers and carr 
are placed on an equal basis. 

The new bill of lading is one more 
evidence of the efficiency of the fo 
minion Railway Commission in se- 
curing not only justice but harmony 
between the railways and thos> they 
serve, It is one more demonstration 
that ‘ regulatory board supervising 
the public ‘utilities of the country 
and seeking to secure justice to al) 
parties, can'win the confidence of the 
public, It is a sufficient answer to 
the allegations of the Socialistic el- 
ment which takes the ground that 
private companies operating public 
utilities cannot be efficiently regulat- 
ed and controlled, and that the only 
safety is to be found in the Govern- 
ment, Proyince or municipality turn- 
ing to ‘ownership ‘and operations, 
of these services with all the difficul- 
ties and dangers which it implies.

Mullahs 
are reported to be travelling through 
the country visiting the tribes, 
preaching a Holy War and calling up- 
on all followers of the Prophet to 
rise and march against the Chris- 
tians. Tb is stated that these mis- 
sionaries have revived the old le- 
gend, according to which the Rif 
Arabs, who claim to be the descend- 
ants of the Moors driven out of 
Spain by Ferdinand and Isabella, are 
destined to clear the Spaniards out 
of Africa, cross to Spain, and re- 
conquer the kingdom over which 
Boabdil, the last of the Moorish 
kings, reigned at Granada. This is a 
new version of the beautiful Spanish 
poem, ‘Il Suspero del Moro,’ still 
chanted to twanging instruments in 
Andalusia, along with the equally 
quaint and characteristic ‘Las Ven- 
tas des cardenas,’ Among the Moors 
the traditions of the seven hundred 
years that their forefathers occupied 
Spain are cherished memories of a 
lost Paradise. They, too, have their 
poems, learned 
as handed down from generation to 
generation, the burden of which joins 
execrations of the coward Boabdil, 
with praise of the delights of the Al- 
hambra, and kows to return some 
time and restore its long-departed 


glories. 


Though the Moors have long since 
lost the elegant culture, refinement 
and intellectual pre-eminence that 
distinguished them in Spain, they 


have, in the wild, free life of their 
native mountains, become the more 
Savage, reckless and fanatic. Born 


fighters, implacable to the last gasp 
in war against Christians, believing 
that their destiny is to conquer the 
world for the Prophet, with a popu- 
lation estimated at over eight mil- 
lions entrenched in a roadless;coun- 
try, intersected by mountains and 
flanked by deserts, their subjugation 
would be more difficult than ‘hat of 
the Algerines by the French. The last 
war between Spain and Morocco was 
in 1859. The Spanish government de- 
manded compensation for outrages 
perpetrated by Riff pirates on Span- 
ish ships. The Sultan disclaiming all 
responsibility for these crimes, war 
was declared and a large force under 
Marshal O'Donnell invaded Morocco. 


Two battles were fought in which 
the Spanish were victorious, and 
several Moorish ports and towns 


were bombarded. ‘Tetuan was taken, 
for which exploit O'Donnell was cre- 
ated Duke of Tetaun, General O'Ryan 
—it is curious how Irish names crop 
up in Spanish wars—also distinguish- 
ed himself and was rewarded by a 
step up in nobility. On the fall of 
Tetuan the Sultan yielded, after the 
war had lasted about a year. A trea- 
ty was accordingly signed in April, 
1860, by which some portions of 
Moorish territory, including the plac- 
es now besieged, were ceded to Spain 
with twenty million piastres war 
indemnity. Several commercial privi- 
leges were also granted the’ Spanish 
morchants. In that war the Moors 
were badly armed with obsolete fire- 
locks of antiqne male. They had no 
artillery, and their cavalry, though 
recklessly courageous, Was no match 
for the Spanish infantry, and field 
guns, Now the tribesmen are armed 
with magazine breechloading rifles, 
mostly of German make, and as 
marksmen they haye no. superiors. 

From theso facts it appears Spain 
is up against an extremely serious 
proposition in her present war vith 
the Moors.

THE AUTO AND GOOD ROADS 


| It is trusted that the Weekly Sun, 
‘is not, as it profeeses, voicing the 
opinions of the farmers when it says 
‘that there will be but little progress 
in road improvement in Ontario un- 
til automobile owners are prohibited 
{tom using the roads at all on cer- 
tain days and until they are subject- 
ed to greater restraints, at all times, 
“than are imposed now, remarks the 
Montreal Gazette. If it is the farmera 
“aro taking a shortsighted view of the 


situation, for they could select no 
{more costly method of abating the 
use of automobiles than that of al- 
lowing the roads to fall into poor 


condition. Poor roads are one of the 
things that makes profitable farming 
difficult, though as a factor in the 
farmer's success they are seldom tak- 
en into consideration, it being one 
"of the deceptive theories on the 
farm that hauling does not cost any- 
thing, or that if it does it is not im- 
“portant enough to be taken into con- 


sideration in the *computation of 
costs, Farmers complain that rail- 
| way vates are excessive, but if the 


railways pursued the same policy as 
, the average municipal council they 
;Would ‘be three times what they are’ 
now and the railways would be los- 
ing money at that. It is true that 
a igteat many horses are afraid of 
automobiles, and it is also true that 
some automobile owners do not show 
much’ consideration far the owners 
of restive horses, There is, however * 
Mo reason why a horse should not 
get over his fright at,sight of an 
automobile, and the majority of auto- 
mobile owners would be the people 
most pleased to, s2e justice dealt out 
| to those who abuse common courtesy. 
owners of hofses make a praptley of 
educating their horses to fearless- 
ness of railway trains, and they 
should do the same in regard to 
automobiles. They will seldom have 
difficulty in finding an automobile 
owner ready to do his share in the 
educative work. In a city, a horse 
that is afraid of an automobile is the 


exception, simply because he has 
heen taught that there is no more 
reason for fear than in the ap- 


proach of another team. The automo- 
bile has come to stay, and this being 
So it is the farmers’ business to ac- 
custom his horses to their presence 
If he neglects this he must shoulder 
the responsibility when accidents 
happen, when the automobile owner 
has followed and observed the reason- 
able precautions of the law. It is 
Complained, too, that automobiles

automobile traffic is heavy is that the 


roadways have been improved since 
the automobile became a common 
method of transportation. ts ad- 


vent has given the farmer a power-

The (girls recognized fathers, 
brothers, uncles or cousins; they 
kissed, they wept, they uttered ex- 
clamations of joy at the recovery of 
the dear relatives from whom they 
had been separated for so many Jong 


years. They asked for news of their 
mothers, sisters, brothers and their 
friends. Some were there who did 


not Enow their relatives, from whom 
they had been taken away in early 
childhood, The recognition was only 
made by a reference to family names 
and the names of the vilayets from 
which they had been exiled."

Here’s a City 
Without Taxes 


Down in Texas, says the Saturday 
News of Hdmonton, there is a city 
without taxes. Yet it has three free 
‘schools, a water system without rat- 
es, a public dock, a library that is 
free without being a Carnegie founda- 
tion, and a telephone system with 
absolutely no charges within the 
county except the imitial cost of in- 
stallation. Why this happy condition 
exists is explained by Franklin Clark 
in the current nullber of Success Ma- 
gazine, and his advice is ‘Catch 
your city young and guard it from 
loitation.’” 

Some years ago three or four Iow- 
and settled on a sandy beach in 
‘Texas for the purpose of creating a 
free from taxation. The commun- 
ity steadily grew and a legal corpor- 
ation was formed on progressive lin- 
es, including the right of initiative, 
and the referendum, in order that 
public opinion might be effective. The 
city itself owns the land and it is 
leased to individuals for ninety-nine 
years. All that is exacted is the 
yearly ground rent and $50 down for 
installing a telephone if one is want- 
ed. 

Fairhope, after paying the state 
and county taxes, and the cost of ad- 
ministration and improvements, has 
been enabled to establich its free 
public services out of the surplus re- 
venue derived from its ground rents, 
There is nothing extraordinary about 
the finances. It has simply retained 
the ownership of its land and dealt 
with it as a prudent owner would 
have done. Over in London, Bngland, 
a few noblemen are draying millions 


annually from sites within the city 
and their income increases as the 
leases expire. At Fairhope the com- 


munity will get the benefit. That is 
the difference

Filtration and 
Typhoid Fever 


Some important facts and figures 
may be gathered from Dr, Nefl’s re 
Port on typhoid conditinns !n Phila. 
delphia, showing a remarkable  de- 
crease in the number of cases of that 
disease since the partial introduction 
of filtered water. 

In the year 1906, when only a very 
smal) part of the city was supplied 
with water from the filtration sys- 
tem, there were 9,721 cases. In the 
following year when the area covered 
by the filtration system bad been 
considerably extended there were still 
6,712 cases. Since that year and with 
the constantly increased extension of 
the area served with filtered water a 
notable decrease is noticed in the 
cases of this disease, the number in 
1908 being only 3,562, or only a little 
more than a third as many as in 
1906, which was a record year. Wor 
the past six months of the present 
year, based on the decreasing per 
centage, will not be oyer two thous- 
and. 

Of course, even two thousand cases 
of typhoid are far too many for a 
city of Philadelphia's population, or 
for that matter any city, but even 
that number will be greatly reduced 
next year. 

Water, however, 1s not tho only 
means by which the typhoid germ is 
conveyed, Millc, fruit and uncooked 
vegetables may also be the bearers of 
the disease germ, but in general wa- 
ter {8 the usual form of communica: 
tion, and happily all progressiye ci- 
tles now recognize that fact and 
spare no pains or expense to secure 
4 pure water supply,

between Japan and China. Assured- 
ly the demands of Japanese states- 
mea for colonization privileges in 
Manchuria, irrespective of China's 
natural objections, and the arrog- 
ance of the Japanese press are dan- 
gerous provocations. The humane 
and civilizing influences of Christian 
missionaries may decrease under ab- 
sorbing warllike contemplation of 
the people, The whole spirit of Ja- 
pan is deyoted to paying off the 
crushing war debt, trebling its army 
corps, strengthening its navy and 
generally getting into shape for'con- 
tingencies with other powers. ‘The 
taxes exacted aro almost as crushing 
‘as the debt. The citizens with an in- 
come of $50,000 or pays over 69 per 
cent of it to the government, keep- 
ing, \say, only $16,000 out of $50,000 
for his own use. The tax is graded 
down till the man with an income of 
$500 pays 17 per cent only. The ay- 
crage tax is 30 per cent yearly on 


all moneys received or earned, The 
submission is marvellous. In any 
Buropean country a tax of ‘en five

The Campaign for 
Improved Roads 


Half a century's efforts to make 
ood country highways by “statute 
labor’ have been as futile as would 
be an attempt to reap a western hun- 
dred-acre wheat field with the sickle 
our fathers swung in the days when 
labor’ The 
County Roads System, a compound 
of government aid and self help has 
not met general acceptance, chiefly 
because municipal councils with the 
best intentions are afraid to adopt a 
county system, because public sen- 
timent w,ll not support such an ac' 
tion, Tt seems, therefore, that the 
progress of the country is to be im- 
peded to the great extent to which 
the absence of good highways ia a 
factor, unless some other means, such 
as provincial assumption of the con- 
struction of county roads systems, is 
adopted. The County Roads’ System 
as now constituted throws the great 
bulk of the expense upon the rural 
taxpayer, except what the govern- 
ment grants, and even the rural tas- 
payer has to contribute his share of 
that. Tf the government assumed the 


“statute was born. 


responsibility and bore the expense 
of constructing county roads there 
would be gain of more Kinds than 


one, The cities and towns—separated 
from counties—would thus haye to 
contribute their share, which they 
should in justice do, for they receive 
direct commercial advantages which 
come from good roads permitting eas- 
ier access to city markets, and then 
to city shops and business places. If 
the government took charge of the 
county roads system the local jral- 
ousies that interfere with local agree- 
ment upon what roads are to be se- 
lected would cease to operate; town- 
ships outside the route chosen would 
regard with more complasency the se- 
lection and construction of a route 
to whose cost they would not be re- 
quired to contribute. With the gov- 
ernment assuming and constructing 
@ounty Road Systems, there would 
be a guarantee that the best possi- 
ple system would be adopted. With 
the services available of a gentle- 
man of the professional qualifica- 
tions, the engineering ability, the in- 
terest and enthusiasm of Mr. A, W. 
Campbell, Deputy Minister of Public 
Works, and a veteran preacher—and 
practiser—of the gospel of good roads 
we could be certain that effective 
systom would be adopted the best 
methods applied and the best results 
secured, As pointed out in these col- 
ums recently, no new principle would 
be involved in the government becom- 
ing responsible for the cost and con- 
struction of county roads—if they pay 
a third of the cost under the Good 
Ronis Act, they could justify paying 
the whole cost. The details of the ap- 
plication of government assumption 
could easily be worked out; the 
adoption of the principle of state aid 
or rather state expenditure would be 
the more formidable step—everything 
cleo would easily follow. From tho 
roport of the annual meeting of the 
Ontario Good Roads Assoclation it 
is learned that the State of Pennsyl- 
vania, has arranged to spend in pro- 
yiding that state with good ‘ roads, 
fiye million dollars q year until oa 
total of forty-five millions of dol- 
lars is invested in the highest form 
of public improvement. Last year the 
logislature of the stato of New York 
voted fifty millions to be spent with= 
in three years in pnilding {nst-class 
highways, Surely a rich province 
lilwe Ontarlo might make a propor 
{ionate expenditure with general ad- 
vantage. Those who would oppose the 
expenditure of provincial money to 
build provincial highways, ore in- 
yited to mention any othor manner 
in which a liberal share of provincial 
revenue could be more justifiably or 
profitably ompleyod.

Smutty Talk 
To Farmers 


A local miller reports a load of 
new wheat so wadly damaged by 
smut as to be unfit for milling pur- * 
poses. Taking up a handful of wheat 
the uninitiated would suppose that 
the kernals were all good, but on 
closer examination you will find that 
some kernals will on pressure burst 
open revealing a mass of brown oily, ! 
dust like particles. These particles ara 
the spores or seeds of the smut plant 
for the smut is a low form of plaut 
life, 

When seed from affected grain is 
sewed some of these spores or seeds 
of the smut adhere to the wheat ker- 
nal and germinating at the same 
time as the wheat send out thread- 
like roots, which enter whe wheat 


plant at the first leaf sheath ond 
keeping pace with the wheat grows 
within the plant until the wheat 
plant reaches the flowering stage,” 


when it takes possession of the 
nourishment intended for the grain, 
‘and produces the mass of spores, 
which are evident when the wheat is 
threshed. 

The only remedy is to trent the 
grain intended for seed with some 
standard remedy, which will destroy 
the spores and yet not injure the 
wheat, Formalin ‘at the rate of one 
pint to 42 gallons of water is the 
remedy which gives best satisfaction. ' 
Mix the formalin and water thor- 
oughly and taking the seed to be 
treated, place a quantity in a sack 
and suspend in the mixture for twen- 
ty minutes, then allow to drain and 
spread out to dry, This treatment in 
a five year test at the experimental 
farm, Guelph, has given excellent re- 
sults, The percentage of smut in 
wheat from seed so treated has been 
zero. 

Farmers should if possible treat 
their seed and insure themselves 
against serious loss in the yalue of 
their wheat, which if infested with 
smut is unfit for milling, and has 
to be converted into food for stock

“It's about time the men stooped 


giving their women folks the comle 


supplement laugh over their bargain 


hunting activities,” said tho manager 


of the men’s section of a department 


store. ‘In these days women havo 


not got a single thing on the men 


‘as bargain counter fends. The men 
are just as keen on the trail of the 
marked down stuff as the women, and 
they're every bit as pushy and’ scrap- 
py in their way of swooping upon 
the bargain stuff at that.

and has made preliminary survey of 
500 rods at the House of Refuge farm 
He has also made preliminary sur- 
veys.in Mariposa. In about two weeks 
time he intends holding a grafnage 
demonstration at Fenelon Falls which 
will be of a practical nature and 
well illustrated by drawn charts. 

The farmers, explained Mr. McKen- 
aie, are chary about asking him for 
his services. They expect to be held 
up for some heavy expenses, whereas: 
Mr. McKenzie is at their disposal 
withont any farther cost than ' his: 


travelling expenses and board. It is 
a pity farmers do not make more 
use of this assistance offered them 


by the government as the fund of 
invaluable information to be bad 
would save years of misdirected enter- 
prise and enable the farmer to pro- 
duce a great deal more from jhis land 
If farmers could only grasp the in- 
tensity ‘of Mr, McKenzio's desire to 
help them, they would lose ne time 
in making his acquaintance.

said that bare fallows were wasteful 
of ime and plant food, and that we 
plowed too deep and too often.

A Shipyard for 
Canoe Building 


Where the Canadian Indians Built 
Their Birch Bark Vessels 


A party of New Yorkers hunting {a 
the far Canadian wilds came upon an 
Indian shipyard where had been built 
and launched such craft as the yoy- 
agers use in travelling the rivers and 
lakes of that region even as far 
Hu¢

om's Bay. Nolte of hammer and 


hiss of white hot bolt had not been 
beard in that shipyard and it had 
neither drydock nor high slanted and 
greasy Hidden In the deep 
grass were long and wide rolls of 
birch bark treasured against future 
need and all about were shavings of 
the cedar while the charred remnants 
of the fires used to melt and purify 
some of the shipbuilding material 
still shone black in a little pile. 
Here the season before and  per- 
haps for many seasons in succession 
the Indians had built their birch 
bark canoes. Bits of the long and 
pliant but tough root which the In- 
dians pull from its shallow burial 
to make binding thongs were found 
here and there, This root when split 
has about the thickness of the 
cane used in weaving chair bottoms, 
and the deft needlemen of the In- 
dians make it serve to a nicety for 
sewing the seams of the birch bark 
with which their canoes are covered. 
From strips of cedar two inches wide 
and hardly more than a quarter of 
an inch thick are made the riba. Over 
this frame is laid with nice fit the 
birch bark in pieces of suitable size 
and the jomts are secured with long 
strips of the pliant root. 

All this, however, is not suffictent 
to mate a canoe seaworthy, the 
seams must he made water tight. 
This is accomplished with a mixture 
of spruce gum and bear grease, 
though lard will serve nearly as well 
as the latter, The spruce gum {9 
melted in a pot over an open fire and 
cleansed of its fmpurities by skim- 
ming. Then a sufficient quantity of 
bear's grease is added to make the 
mixture at a moderate temperature 
of about the consistency of shoemak- 
er's wax. 

The whole craft remains measurab- 
ly pliant yet sufficiently rigid to be 
handled and carried without danger 
of collapse. One thing, however, the 
Indian looks to that his canoe shall 
not grate upon sand, or shingle when 
he lands. In fact, he stops short of 
ihe whore, and in shallow water leaps 
out into lake or stream and unloads 
his canoe before carrying it ashore 
and laying it in a shady place safe 
from the damaging efiects of the 
mid-summer sun

Establishment of 
Municipal Forests 


Shall municipal ownership be ex- 
tended to forests? This cuestion, it 
is hoped, will shortly ibe answered in 
the affinmative in Ontario, and per- 
haps in other provinces in the Do- 
minion. 

‘The question was discussed lately 
at a meeting in Cobourg of repregen- 
tative men of the counties of Dur- 
ham and Northumberlaxd who were 
united for municipal purposes. In 

these counties, along the ridge which 
forms the watershed between the 
streams flowing into Lake Ontario, 

and those joining the Treat River, 
ig a large tract of sand land, some 
15,000 acres in extent. Originally 
this land was heavily timbered with 
a fine crop of pine. Alter this was 
cut off the land was for some years 
(armed with fair success, The fertil- 
ity of the soll, however, hes steadily 
diminished and now few farmers are 
left on the ridge. Build‘ngs and fen- 
ces are going to ruin and areas of 
‘blow’? sand have developed which 
in some cases are drifting oa and 
covering up good land. Not only is 
this the case, but the streams throu- 
ghout the district have been affected 
with the usual result that instead of 
flowing steadily, throughout the 
year they are torrents in sprinctime 
while in summer and autumn they 
are almost dry. 

The land is capable of producing 
fine timber Abundant evidenre of this 
is seen in the large stumps still ex- 
isting in many places and in the fine 
young timber that is springing 
already one plantaticn made on 
sand land fn Durham county is grow- 
ing well and thriftily.

Western Crop 
Little Damaged 


Conditions are Good and Fine Yields 
Are Expected 


The following is reprinted from the 


Winnipeg Telegram of Saturday, Aug-— 
j lath : V 


Reports from nearly three hundred 
correspondents received by the Tele- 
gram by wire Saturday and carefully 
compilled and analyzed demonstrate 
that the Western wheat crop up to 
the commencement of harvesting op- 
erations has sustained no serious da- 
mage from any cause. 
districts have suffered from hail, but 
these represent an almost inconse- 
quentinl percentage of the wheat ar- 
ea. It is also to be noted tnat most 
of these hailed districts report ?hat 
their increased ‘acreage will enable 
them to reap a heavier crop than 
Jast year notwithstanding their loses 
from hail. 

This briefly stated describes pres- 
ent crop conditions in Manitnb 
Suskatchewan and Alberta, So nich 
apprehension appeared to exist, ¢s- 
pecially in Wastern Canada, and the 
recent heavy rains had inspired the 
publication of such exaggerated re- 


{ports of crop losses in eastern news- 


papers that The Telegram decided to 
secure the most comprehensive and 
reliable reports available from every 
Wheat growing district in Western 
Canada, With its large staff of west- 
ern correspondents supplemented by 
the agents of the Gunadian Pacife 
Telegraph Companies, who were ok 
cd by their respective companies to 
co-operate, every point in the threo 
provinces which could be reached by 
telegraph contributed to the mass of 
detailed Information which the Tele- 
gram offers to its readers to-day. 


THRE HUNDRED INQUIRIES 


The message sent broadcast through

Jnted statements: Broadly speaking 
the diimage reported amounts to very 
little.

Seventy-four re- 
port some damage but in 61 of these 
“cases it is very slight and in only 
thirteen is it at all serious. Evenjin 
these thirteen instances the loss aS 
been generally confined to a few 
farms which were injurel ‘by hail 
without affecting any large part of 
the district. 


LOOK FOR GOOD YIELDS 


| The reports as to the yieldiare ex- 
tremely cheering. A humired and 
i thirteen places say the crop will be 
over twenty-two bushels ta the 
acre, and in a ‘great many, perhaps 
the majority of these, the estimate is 
made that the yield will ultimately 
be found to run from thirty-five to 
forty bushels. One hundred snd nine- 
teen other places predict a crop 
ranging from eighteen to twenty-two 
“bushels, and only thirty-nine expect 
less than eighteen. Several of these 
thirty-nine have been affected by spe- 
cial causes and in their various ways 
have had rather bard luck but even 
they, with a few exceptions, will run 
close to the eighteen bushel mark. 6 
It is noticeable also that the crop 
of oats and barley are everywhere re- 
Ported excellent. the barley falls 
nowhere below thirty bushels. A ma-~ 
jority of the bulletins indicate a 
yield of irom forty to sixty bushey 
of oats while some of them run con- 
siderably higher, Plax in the districts 
where it is cultivated also done well. 


HARVESTING UNDER WAY 


Harvesting operations are pretty 
well under way. Cutting has com- 
menced in many sections and will be- 
come fairly general by the beginning 
of this week. The weather, generally, 
speaking, seems to be favorable for 
harvesting operations. There has been 
a good deal of rain in some places, 
but for the past few days it hasbeen 
warm and dry. Some anxiety exist- 
ed as to whether tha recent heavy 
rains would have the effect of lods- 
ing the wheat, but no serious dam- 
age Seems to have arisen from this 
cause.

Germany has made much more rapid 
progress jn the last: quarter of a cen- 
tury in trade 
any other country in the world, ex- 
cept the United States; and she has 
not surpassed the United States, 
simply because she is an old country 
and her undeveloped natural resour- 
ces are not so igreat. It is the recog- 
nition of this fact more than  any- 
pre- 
sent war scare in Britain. It is not 
so much that Germany has at pres- 
ent a greater navy or an immediate 
prospect of having one that has 
caused the excitement in Britain, as 
it is that Germany’s efficiency is tell- 
ing against England in every direc- 
tion; and Pnglishmen recognize that 


and commerce than 


German efficiency applied to naval 
construction may in the end win 
out, yl 


How ia this efficiency to be account- 
ed for? Primarily it is a result of 
the admirable system of primary and 
secondary education, especially along 
technical lines, that has been in exis- 
tence in Germany for many years. In 
technical education Germany leads 
the world and the result is that, in 
manufacturers she is forging to the 
front and will soon pass all competi- 
tors. 

‘Phe course for England to adopt is 
plain. Hyery energy should be exerted 
to give the masses of the English 
people a splendid technical tralining. 
This has not been done. In her high 
er University education the training 
given in England has always been 
admirable though even in that some 
improveiment must be made on the 
technical side. But the British were 
content to educate the classes — the 
masses did not matter. Tt was a fa- 
tal blunder. Germany and England 
fare both aristocratic countries, but 
there is this difference — in England 
the wealthy classes control all legis- 
lation and they have legislated for 
themselves—for the rich; in Germany 
on the contrary. the Bmperor is all 
powerful, and no more astute or «ble 
ruler has sat on a Huropean throne 
for a century than the present Em- 
peror of Germany. He has seen clear- 
ly that the masses must be educated 
and he bas left no stone unturned to 
make their education as thorough as 
human means could make it. The re- 
sult has shown the wisdom of the 
course he adopted. 

Tt is not in building Drendnoughts 
that England can be beaten, nor is it 
in this that she should see her great- 
ost darier. The danger lies in the il- 
Hiterate, underfed and undersized 
masses of her citizens who are unfit 
to cope either on the Held of hattle 
or in the fields of industry, with the 
petter fed, better clothed and better 
trained Germans. e

Sand Valve at Pump House Idea 0 
y Messrs Pratt and Irvine 


An interesting and valuable 
ture of the ozonizing plant of , town 
is the sand valve. Interesting be- 
cause it was Invented by two of our 
local citizen, Messrs. G, H. Irvine 
and G. S. Pratt, and valuable ho- 
cause the work of about threo men 
for two or three days can be done 
in from fifteen to thirty minutes. So 
far the valve has worked entirely sn- 
tisfactory. It is for the purpose of 
separating the sand from the water 
by means of small metal plates 
placed very close together, so 
that no Sand grains, are allowed 
pass between. When it is desired 
clean these valves the flow of the 
mains: are simply reversed and the 
dirty water is forced into a special 
outlet pipe and thence into the river 
and the job is finished. The great 
saving in both time and money can 
easily be seen. ‘There are altogether 
about 280 of these valves in use 
here, By the old way the sand was 
held back by special sand boxes but 
to clean and Sx this system meant 
the catrying » out of innumerable 
piles Hirt and took the time of 
three or four men for a couple of 
days. Thus the contrast between the 
two systems is by no means small, 
and it throws great credit on the in- 
ventors of the convenience.

What County of Leeds and Grenville

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Why China 
Distrusts Japan 


A Pekin correspondent of the Lon- 


don Times, in a recent letter to that 
Paper, discussed tho untriendly feel 
ing which oxists between China and 
Japan, After reviewing the Ma-ku- 
menn railway contract with a Brit- 


ish firm, tho correspondent goes on 


to say 

Par from desiring to embroil Eng- 
land with Japan, they (the Chinese) 
recognize that it was the alliance 
which enabled England to assist Ohi- 
na in coming to a friendly settlement 
with Japan in both the Tatsu Maru 
case and the important telegraph 
question in Manchuria, and they are 
confident that similar friendly help 
will be given in other cases, Further 
it was only after they had realized 
the impossibility of coming to an 
agreement on terms proposed ,by Ja- 
pan that they consulted American 
and English advisers, and on their 
advice decided to submit their case 
to arbitration. 

“They desire settlement, They ree- 
ognize that Japan is powerful and 
that they are not. They realize, 
however, that they possess a capaci 
ty for combined action in resisting 
what they regard as injustice which 
is almost as might as arms and in- 
finitely less costly. They welcome Ja- 
pan’s willingness to re-open negotia- 
tions, At present each country, 
through its ‘press, is protesting ag- 


ainst the unreasonableness of tho 
other Contradictory statements on 
questions of fact are made on al- 


most every point of issue. Bspecially 
is this the case in the Fa-ku-menn 
dispute. Here the Japanese con- 
tention that they had in view the 
very railway whose construction is 
now forbidden is met by the Chinese 
declaration that negotiations had re- 
ference solely to the vast area east 
of the Lao river. Which contention is 
right is immaterial; the important 
point is that divergent views are 
held, that until they are reconciled 
the dispute cannot be healed and so 
long as it is not healed both coun- 
tries must suffer. China, however, be- 


lieves that delay is less dis- 
advantageous to her than it is to 
Japan. 


A ‘prosperous trade with China is 
essential to Japan's economic, dev- 
elopment. Fayored by her geograp- 
hical proximity. Japan has every ad- 
vantage in competing for the mark- 
ets of China. After her victorious 
war she was welcomed with open arms 
No nation ever had a greater oppor- 
tunity and faulty must haye been the 
Policy which is so short a time has 
wrought so great a change. Japan is 
now regarded with a comprehensive 
distrust that is most dispuieting 

Apart from the question in dispute 
so often referred to there are many 
other unsettled cases. There is trou- 
ble oyer the Yalu forestry agreement 
signed on May 16th of last year. An 
unworkable monopoly gives ‘a Chin- 
ese-Japanese Company the right to 
purchase at a price determined by 
the purchaser, all the timber cut in 
the Yalu forests and floating down 
to Antung. Riots have occured and 
Japanese gendarmes haye entered the 
Chinese territory but have been with- 
drawn. There is disagreement about 
the capital of the company. Of the 
three million dollars combined capi- 
tal. the Chinese claim that, while 
they have subscribed their half share 
the Japanese have paid only $167,000 
and are insisting that towards the 
balance shall be counted the stocks 
of timber separated by the military 
before the signing of the agreement. 

There is a dispute over the recon- 
struction of the Antung-Mukden rail- 
way, both as to the method of re- 
construction and as to the right of 
policing the railway zone. The rail- 
Way, a Decauville line built upon the 
Jand during the war—often good 
corn land and occasionally village 
house property—for which no comppn- 


sation was ever paid. An insignificant |.

Protest 
against this injustice is the real rea- 
son of China’s opposition to the re- 
building along a new track of the An- 
tung-Mukden railway. Japan desires 
to rebuild this railway on a stand- 
ard guage so that it may connect tho

railways in South Manchuria. She 
bases her right upon Article VI of 


the badly-drafted Pekin additional 


agreement of December 22nd, 1905, 
China disputes her right, Japan con- 
tends that when negotinting the ag- 
reement she had in view the recon- 
struction of this railrond on the 
standard guage. China disclaims res: 
ponsibility for what Japan had in 
The words of the convention

are “Ohina agrees that Japam has 
tha right to improye the Antung- 


Mukden railway so as to mako it it 
for the conveyance of commercial and 
industrial goods of all nations and 
theso goods, Cnina says, do nol con- 
voy the right to rebuilding. 

Japan's right to policy the railway 
is also disputed. Japan claims that 
the railway is on the same footing 
as the South Manchurian railway, 
therefore she has a right to main- 
tain guards to protect it, the num- 
ber of guards not to exceed fifteen 
per kilo-metre (4,000 for the distance 
of 160 miles) Ching contends that 
the! agreement gives her no such 
right, even though in negotiating the 
the agreement she hai in view mili. 
tary guards for this railway. Wyery- 
thing Jnpan does is wrong in China's 
eyes. yen the Japanese prohtbition 
of liking on the South Manchurian 
railway—a measure of great ndvant- 


age to the China producers in 
Manchuria—is condemned by tho 
Chinese as giving the railway an 


advantage over the Northern Chinese 
railways which are unhappily burd- 
ened and also illegally and irregu- 
larly: levied. ‘ 

More than eight months ago the 
K Kwang-Chemg-tzu (ruilway ag- 
reement was signed; the dispute as 
to the agreement is still continuing, 
and no work has yet begun. 

The Pratas Island dispute still 
causes excitement in the south. Ja- 
pan has recognised Ohina’s right of 
ownership, but requires that the 
Japanese merchants who. discovered, 
and exploited its ' phosphate and 
pearl shell industries shall be indem- 
nified for having to relinquish his en- 
terprise, The Chinese conception of 
justice on the other hand requires 
that Japan should pay a compensa- 
tion for removing Chinese vroperty. 
It is difficult to find » case in 
which there is accord. In Korea, ina 
spirit of friendliness, ‘Japan has of- 
fered to revive in Chemulpo Wu-san, 
and Won-san the Chinese settlement 
which lapsed during the China-Japan 
war. The Chinese decline the offer; 
object to Japanese policing the set- 
tlements; they object to the form of 
lense. Trouble isspending oyer the 
Korean fisheries. For years Chinese 
have carried on fisheries along the 
coast of Korea between the Ya-lu and 
Chinan-po and as far down as Mak- 
pho, but they have no treaty right 


to fish in the territorial waters of 
Korea, and will have to discontinue. 
Japan offers to arrange a reciprocial 
treaty — Chinese to fish off the 
coast of Korea and Japanese to fish 


off the adjacent coast of China. But 
the Chinese refuse and there is cer- 
tain to be conflict between the rival 


fishing boats. 

Thus differences are heing accentu- 
ated, yet both countries declare that 
they desire a settlement of all their 
differences. In that case settlement 
should not be beyond the scope of 
friendly diplomacy
